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2000  Gather  for  Demonstration  in  Copley  Square 

Bryant  Cancels  Funder  for  Candidate  Phillips

BOSTON  —  Anita  Bryant  failed  to 
perform  in  Boston  Friday,  Sept.  1, 
when  Democratic  United  States  Sena¬ 
torial  candidate  Howard  Phillips  called 
off  his  fundraiser  starring  the  anti-gay 
crusader.  Phillips  claimed  to  have  can¬ 
celled  the  concert  due  to  threats  of  vio¬ 
lence  from  “militant  homosexuals,” 
but  failed  to  mention  low  ticket  sales. 
A  reliable  source  told  GCN  that  only 
78  tickets  were  sold  through  com¬ 
mercial  outlets. 

While  Phillips  was  still  planning  his 
Hynes  Auditorium  fundraiser,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  women’s,  gay,  and  civil 
libertarian  communities  gathered  to 
form  the  September  One  Coalition. 
The  Coalition  faced  opposition  from 
Bryant,  Phillips  and  the  South  Boston 
Marshalls,  the  militant  anti-busing 
group,  and  at  the  same  time  fielded 
dissent  within  the  gay  community. 

The  Coalition 

The  September  One  Coalition  began 
on  Thursday,  Aug.  24  during  a  meeting 
of  200  people  at  Old  West  Church, 
Boston.  Several  responses  to  Bryant’s 
visit  were  proposed.  Jack  Rubin,  repre¬ 
senting  several  bar  managers,  offered 
the  support  of  the  bars  in  holding  a 
city-wide  party  during  the  Phillips 
fundraiser.  Rep.  Elaine  Noble,  one  of 
those  facing  Phillips  in  the  Democratic 
primary,  favored  a  celebration  at  Fan- 

euil  Hall.  These  proposals  were  con¬ 
sidered  and  passed  over  by  the  ad-hoc 
group,  which  decided  on  a  massive 
demonstration  at  Hynes  Auditorium, 
with  a  celebration  to  follow. 


The  Coalition  met  with  its  first  dif¬ 
ficulty  when  State  Rep.  Barney  Frank 
told  David  Drolet  of  the  Mass.  Caucus 
for  Gay  Legislation  that  he  would  have 
the  participants  of  the  protest  arrested 
if  they  march  through  Back  Bay  to  the 
proposed  celebration  site  on  the  Es¬ 
planade.  Frank  told  Drolet  that  he  has 
spent  his  entire  legislative  career  keep¬ 
ing  groups  off  the  Esplanade.  The 
demonstration  was  finally  set  to  begin 
at  Copley  Square,  and  then  proceed  to 
Hynes  for  a  rally  during  the  Bryant 
performance.  The  Coalition  contacted 
speakers  and  entertainers,  and  com¬ 
munity  groups  began  to  endorse  the 
rally. 

The  Community  Dissension 

The  GCN  staff  had  committed  itself 
as  early  as  Aug.  18  to  carrying  infor¬ 


mation  of  any  planned  activity  in  re¬ 
sponse  to  Bryant.  The  paper  came  out 
on  Aug.  29  with  a  special  supplement 
publicizing  plans  for  the  demonstra¬ 
tion,  and  carrying  endorsements  from 
several  lesbian  and  gay  groups. 

By  Wednesday,  GCN  received  re¬ 
ports  of  dissension  within  the  gay  com¬ 
munity.  Dignity,  the  organization  of 
gay  Catholics,  had  decided  to  withhold 
endorsement  of  the  rally  because  of  the 
Coalition’s  resolution  supporting 
“women’s  right  to  choose.”  Robin 
MacCormack  of  the  Gay  Business 
Association  contacted  many  local  gay 
and  women  leaders,  asking  them  not  to 
support  the  proposed  demonstration. 
Rep.  Noble  held  a  press  conference 
Wednesday  afternoon  in  front  of 
Hynes  Auditorium.  Noble  asked  “any¬ 


one  who  plans  to  participate  in  that 
demonstration  to  stay  calm  ...  to 
keep  a  sense  of  humor.”  Noble  an¬ 
nounced  that  she  would  not  march  and 
added,  “I  am  not  a  leader  for  the  gay 
community.  .  .  .  This  demonstration 
could  prove  to  be  explosive  and  coun¬ 
terproductive.  She  [Bryant]  has  a  right 
to  express  her  views.”  The  police  per¬ 
mits  which  Noble  promised  the  Coali¬ 
tion  she  would  “obtain  for  whatever 
route  you  choose,”  had,  in  the  end,  to 
be  filed  for  and  obtained  by  David 
Drolet  and  John  Mitzel  of  the  Septem¬ 
ber  One  Coalition. 

Coalition  leaders  were  concerned 
that  Noble  was  encouraging  a  climate 
of  fear  around  the  demonstration. 
Noble  told  the  Boston  Globe  that  she 
had  spoken  with  Police  Commissioner 
Joseph  Jordan,  and  reported  Jordan 
had  told  her,  “there  are  men  in  the 
ranks  who  are  as  prejudiced  against 
gays  as  anyone  else,  who  would  be  dif¬ 
ficult  to  hold  back  and  not  reticent  to 
clear  the  streets  of  gays.”  Jordan  told 
GCN  that  he  “did  not  say  that.” 
Rumors  that  the  Ku  Klux  Klan,  and  the 
South  Boston  Marshalls  were  planning 
to  attend  the  rally  began  to  circulate. 
By  Wednesday  evening,  bars  in  Boston 
carried  both  the  GCN  supplement  an¬ 
nouncing  the  protest  and  an  appeal  by 
Elaine  Noble  and  several  gay  busi¬ 
nesses  not  to  endorse  the  rally.

Security  Bars  Forced,  Desks  Emptied 

GCN  Offices  Entered  and  Vandalized 


BOSTON  —  The  offices  of  GCN  were  forcibly  entered  and  ransacked  for  the 
fifth  time  in  the  past  year.  Boston  police  are  investigating  this  latest  and  most 
extensive  act  of  vandalism,  which  occurred  sometime  during  the  afternoon  of 

Sunday,  Sept.  3.  .  ,  ,  ,  . 

Entry  was  gained  through  a  rear  window  of  the  offices.  The  windows  had  only 
recently  been  covered  by  a  $1000  security  system  of  iron  grates.  All  but  two  of  the 
desks  in  the  office  were  emptied  of  their  contents.  Two  locked  file  cabinets,  which 
contained  business  records,  were  forced  open  and  their  contents  dumped  on  the 
floor. 


Staff  members  who  came  to  work  on  Sunday  discovered  the  vandalism  and 
called  the  police.  The  apparently  senseless  act  did  not  cause  the  paper  to  cease 
operation  and  did  not  affect  the  confidential  subscription  list  which  is  not  kept  in 

the  office.  . 

The  ransacking  followed  a  week  of  telephoned  threats  of  violence  in  the  wake 

of  the  visit  to  Boston  by  Anita  Bryant  [see  other  story]. 

Telephoned  threats  and  harassments  are  now  being  monitored  by  the 
telephone  company.  Boston  police  continue  their  investigation  of  the  break-in.

ADA  FOR  GAY  RIGHTS 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  The  liberal  lobbying  and 
watchdog  organization  Americans  for  Democratic 
Action  has  adopted  a  favorable  position  on  the 
issue  of  gay  rights. 

ADA  announced  that  sexual  orientation  and 
"voluntary"  sexual  activity  between  consenting 
adults  "are  not  proper  subjects  for  government 
intervention."  The  organization  stated  that  all  anti- 
discrimination  laws  should  "explicitly  include 
prohibition  of  discrimination  against  gay  people 
who  should  have  an  unobstructed  opportunity  to 
achieve  their  full  potential  as  human  beings  and  to 
have  total  equality  under  the  law." 

The  ADA  also  said  that  sexual  orientation  must 
cease  to  be  a  criterion  for  employment  and  that  it 
must  cease  to  be  a  criterion  for  exclusion  from 
immigration  or  the  granting  of  visas  to  the  United 
States. 

ADA  pledged  to  "support  in  as  many  ways  as 
possible  on  the  national,  state  or  chapter  level,  the 
fight  against  the  repeal  of  gay  oriented  civil  rights 
laws.’ 

POLICIES  TO  BAR  BIAS  IN  BENEFITS 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  The  U.S.  Labor  Dept,  has 
proposed  new  policies  designed  to  make  sure  that 
employers  do  not  discriminate  against  women  in 
pension  funds,  health  plans  and  other  employee 
benefit  programs. 

One  of  the  proposals  would  change  the  De¬ 
partment's  interpretation  of  the  Federal  Equal  Pay 
Act  to  require  parity  in  both  benefit  and 
contribution  levels  for  male  and  female  employees. 
The  other  proposal  would  make  a  change  in  the 
regulations  adopted  under  a  1965  presidential 
order  barring  federal  contracts  to  employers  who 
discriminate  on  the  basis  of  race  or  sex. 

The  proposals  are  open  to  public  comment 
until  Oct.  23  before  they  can  be  adopted. 

SEATTLE  NIGHT  TO  REMEMBER 

SEATTLE  —  The  Seattle  Gay  Rights  Fund  has 
designated  Sept.  13  as  a  "Night  to  Remember."  The 
Fund  is  organizing  parties  and  get-togethers  the 
week  of  the  13th  throughout  the  Pacific  Northwest 
to  raise  money  for  Seattle's  "Defeat  Initiative  13" 
campaign. 

Initiative  13  is  a  referendum  question  to  ap¬ 
pear  on  the  city's  November  ballot.  If  passed,  it 
would  repeal  Seattle's  long-standing  gay  rights 
ordinances  which  prohibit  discrimination  in  housing 
or  employment  on  the  basis  of  sexual  orientation. 

The  Seattle  Gay  Rights  Fund  is  seeking  addi¬ 
tional  event  hosts,  both  men  and  women,  particu¬ 
larly  on  the  East  Coast.

EQUAL  PAY,  EQUAL  WORK 

PROVIDENCE  Rl  —  More  than  a  third  of  the  137 
female  faculty  members  at  the  University  of  Rhode 
Island  will  be  getting  retroactive  pay  raises  aver¬ 
aging  $350  a  year  to  close  a  salary  gap  with  their 
male  colleagues.  The  raises  were  recommended  by 
a  five-member  committee  that  compared  the  pay 
levels  of  male  and  female  teachers.  Douglas  Rosie, 
Assistant  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs,  said 
the  review  made  allowance  for  education,  experi¬ 
ence  and  quality  of  work. 

$5000  REWARD 

BILLERICA,  MA  —  The  family  of  a  20-year  old 
Billerica  man  found  crushed  and  beaten  to  death  in 
a  gay  cruising  area  along  Route  3  on  Aug.  5  has 
offered  a  $5000  reward  for  information  leading  to 
the  arrest  and  conviction  of  those  responsible  for 
his  death.  The  family  of  Brian  McGarry  made  the 
announcement  last  week.

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ARRESTS  IN  WINTHROP  MURDER 

BOSTON  —  The  murder  of  a  Winthrop  gay  man 
was  solved  in  less  than  a  week  by  Winthrop  and 
State  Police,  working  from  information  obtained 
from  a  Boston  pawn  shop  owner.  Gilbert  Jackson, 
23,  had  been  found  beaten  and  strangled  to  death 
in  his  Cliff  Avenue  apartment  on  Aug.  28  (See  GCN, 
Sept.  9). 

Jackson  had  a  jewelry  collection,  some  of 
which  he  made  himself,  valued  at  more  than 
$20,000.  Sources  reported  that  he  spoke  of  the 
jewelry  collection  at  The  Lighthouse,  a  rather 
"rough"  gay  bar  in  Lynn,  Mass. 

Shortly  after  Jackson's  body  was  discovered,  a 
man  brought  a  jeweled  bracelet  to  Homer's  Jewel¬ 
ers  in  Boston  to  sell.  Under  state  law,  parties  who 
sell  items  to  pawnshops  must  permit  themselves  to 
be  photographed  and  also  have  proper  identifica¬ 
tion.  Carl  Powers,  40,  of  Union  Street,  Lynn,  was 
the  man  who  pawned  the  bracelet. 

Based  on  other  information  obtained  by  in¬ 
formants,  Powers  was  arrested  at  2:30  p.m.  on 
Sept.  1  in  a  remote  cabin  in  Berea,  Ky.,  by  state  and 
Winthrop  police,  accompanied  by  Kentucky  offi¬ 
cers. 

The  same  day,  police  also  arrested  25-year-old 
Stephen  Best,  also  of  Union  Street,  Lynn,  who  is 
believed  to  have  entered  Jackson's  apartment  with 
Powers. 

Both  men  were  arraigned  in  East  Boston  Dist¬ 
rict  Court  and  ordered  held  without  bail.  Their 
cases  were  continued  until  Sept.  12. 

Although  some  press  reports  stated  that  the 
robbery  and  murder  resulted  from  a  "homosexual 
lovers'  quarrel,"  reliable  sources  told  GCN  that  the 
motive  for  the  incident  was  robbery.  Powers  and 
Best  were  said  to  have  bound,  gagged,  and  beaten 
Jackson  because  of  his  refusal  to  voluntarily  give 
them  his  jewelry. 

NOW  FOR  HEARST  PARDON 

LOS  ANGELES,  CA  —  The  local  chapter  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Organization  for  Women  will  ask  President 
Carter  to  pardon  Patricia  Hearst.  Hearst  is  serving 
a  7  year  term  at  the  Pleasanton,  Calif,  federal  cor¬ 
rection  facility,  for  bank  robbery. 

NOW  Los  Angeles  chapter  spokesperson  Gloria 
Allred  said,  "Justice  would  be  better  served  if  Pat¬ 
ricia  Hearst's  sentence  could  be  reconsidered  and 
shortened  in  light  of  the  fact  that  she  was  a  kidnap 
victim  with  no  previous  record  and  has  been  pun¬ 
ished  enough." 

FBI  DISCRIMINATION  CHARGED 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  One  of  the  first  women 
agents  brought  into  the  FBI  has  filed  suit  charging, 
the  bureau  with  discrimination  in  recruitment, 
training  and  employment  of  women  agents.  Chris¬ 
tine  Hansen,  one  of  the  FBI's  top  agents  before  she 
resigned  in  1977,  filed  the  complaint  when  she 
resigned. 

One  of  Hansen's  attorneys,  Richard  Sharp,  has 
finally  confirmed  the  filing  of  the  complaint  but 
refused  to  discuss  the  matter  further. 

N.E.  G.A.U. 

BOSTON  —  The  Gay  Academic  Union  of  New 
England  passed  a  motion  at  a  recent  meeting  to 
amend  the  organization's  by-laws  to  make  it  a 
member  of  the  National  Gay  Academic  Union.  The 
group  is  also  trying  to  raise  $10,000  to  finance  a 
series  of  five  scholarships  for  gay-related  studies.

WOMEN'S  SYMPHONY 

BOSTON  —  The  founding  of  the  New  England 
Women's  Symphony  (NEWS)  has  been  announced 
by  Gail  Perry,  president  of  the  orchestra.  Instituted 
as  a  showcase  for  the  work  of  women  composers 
and  conductors,  the  orchestra  is  the  first  of  its  kind 
in  the  country.  Through  various  programs,  NEWS 
will  present  newly  found  works  by  women  com¬ 
posers  of  the  past  as  well  as  encourage  the  per¬ 
formance  of  contemporary  works.  Unlike  the  "all- 
girl"  orchestras  earlier  this  century,  NEWS  is  open, 
by  audition,  to  both  women  and  men. 

NEWS,  which  relies  on  public  and  private  fund¬ 
ing,  plans  three  concerts  during  the  1978-79 
season.  Under  the  baton  of  Music  Director  and 
Principal  Conductor  Kay  Gardner,  the  first  concert 
is  scheduled  for  Sunday,  Dec.  3,  at  8:00  p.m.  in 
Sanders  Theatre.  A  smaller  ensemble  is  available 
to  perform  before  civic  and  educational  groups. 
Workshops  and  seminars  on  various  topics  will  be 
held  weekly. 


PENN.  COUNCIL  REPORT 

HARRISBURG,  PA  —  In  its  second  annual  re¬ 
port,  the  Pennsylvania  Council  for  Sexual  Minori¬ 
ties  has  identified  areas  in  which  state  services  to 
members  of  sexual  minorities  have  been  unjustifi¬ 
ably  neglected  or  denied.  According  to  the  report, 
"The  silence  which  has,  for  too  long,  surrounded 
sexual  minority  issues,  has  resulted  in  a  lack  of  in¬ 
formation  and  a  lack  of  concern  about  the  problems 
and  needs  of  sexual  minority  members.  Virtually 
no  areas  of  government  services  meet  these  needs. 
Access  to  basic  health,  social  and  economic  servi¬ 
ces  are  routinely  denied.  Sexual  minority  members 
who  are  alcoholic,  disabled,  old  or  troubled  are  es¬ 
pecially  vulnerable  to  this  neglect." 

The  council,  created  in  February  1975,  has,  this 
year  among  other  things,  worked  to  identify  the 
health  needs  of  homosexuals,  design  pamphlets 
and  training  for  health  providers,  organize  a  con¬ 
ference  on  prison  rape,  train  and  sensitize  state 
workers  in  the  Human  Relations  Commission,  and 
implement  the  only  state-wide,  non-discrimination 
policy  for  gay  state  workers  in  the  country. 

'SEXUAL  OUTLAW'  SEIZED 

LONDON  —  Police  here  have  raided  a 
bookshop  and  seized  a  number  of  books  and  pub¬ 
lications  including  The  Sexual  Outlaw  by  John 
Rechy.  The  raid  on  the  bookshop  of  Q  International 
Ltd.,  publishers  of  O  International  magazine,  was 
conducted  under  the  Obscene  Publications  Act. 

It  was  the  third  raid  on  the  bookstore  this  year. 
Reportedly,  no  charges  have  been  brought  as  a 
result  of  those  earlier  raids. 

NEW  ORLEANS  AGAINST  BRYANT 

NEW  ORLEANS  —  A  coalition  of  gay  and  non¬ 
gay  groups  has  been  formed  here  in  response  to  a 
scheduled  appearance  in  the  city  by  Anita  Bryant 
on  Sept.  30.  Several  organizations,  including  the 
Pink  Triangle  Alliance,  Human  Equal  Rights  for 
Everyone,  the  National  Organization  for  Women, 
the  Metropolitan  Community  Church  and  the  Social¬ 
ist  Workers'  Party,  held  an  open  meeting  on  Aug. 
30  for  the  community  to  evaluate  a  poll  taken  in 
several  local  gay  bars. 

The  poll  was  taken  to  determine  the  commun¬ 
ity's  feelings  about ^  holding  a  demonstration 
against  the  Bryant  visit. 

The  poll  showed  sentiment  for  the  rally  and  it 
will  be  held  on  Sept.  30  in  Jackson  Square,  the 
center  of  the  French  Quarter  and  the  center  of  a 
large  segment  of  the  New  Orleans  gay  community. 

The  coalition  stated  that  it  hopes  to  use 
Bryant's  visit  "not  to  attack  her  as  an  individual,  but 
rather  to  draw  the  connection  between  the  increas¬ 
ing  attacks  on  the  recent  advancements  of  gay 
people,  women,  the  labor  movement  and  ethnic 
and  racial  groups  by  the  ever  more  vocal  "radical 
right'  forces  emerging  across  the  country."

GAY  RIGHTS  VIOLATED 

AUSTIN,  TX  —  A  discotheque  in  the  Driskill 
Hotel  has  been  charged  with  violating  a  city  gay 
rights  ordinance.  The  Cabaret  and  its  umbrella 
company,  Driskill  Operating  Co.,  are  accused  of 
preventing  Norma  Funderburg  and  Dennis  Miliam, 
both  of  Austin,  from  dancing  with  partners  of  their 
own  sex  on  February  11.  "There  were  two  couples 
who  were  first  dancing  as  a  man-woman  couple," 
said  Janna  Zumbrun,  who  signed  the  complaints  as 
a  witness.  "Then  at  one  point  they  switched  part¬ 
ners."  William  Stewart,  director  of  the  city  Human 
Relations  Commission,  said  his  staff  investigated 
the  complaints  and  referred  them  to  the  city  at¬ 
torney's  office  for  prosecution. 

CLUB  MANAGER  CLEARED 

MILWAUKEE  —  Police  officials  refused  last 
week  to  file  charges  of  hindering  police  against  the 
manager  of  a  club  that  was  searched  recently.  The 
Club  Milwaukee  is  licensed  only  to  sell  soft  drinks, 
cigarettes  and  food  but  not  liquor.  Deputy  City 
Attorney  David  Feiger  said  the  police  should  not 
have  entered  the  gay  bar  in  the  first  place  because 
they  did  not  have  a  warrant. 

The  incident  that  prompted  the  allegation 
against  the  club  manager  occurred  when  Vice 
Squad  detective  Frederick  Haas  appeared  at  the 
club  after  receiving  an  anonymous  tip  that  juve¬ 
niles  were  there.  However,  the  manager  refused  to 
let  him  in  because  the  club  records  indicated  that 
Haas  card  had  been  stolen.  No  juveniles  were 
found. 


Officers  Charged  with  Beating  Youths 

Defense  in  Boston  Police  Hearings 
Produces  Witnesses

BOSTON  —  The  defense  began  its 
presentation  on  Aug.  30  at  the  trial  of 
three  Boston  police  officers  charged  in 
connection  with  the  beating  of  three 
gay  teenages  one  year  ago.  Lt.  Ralph 
Maglio  had  been  charge  with  failing  to 
perform  his  responsibilities  as  duty 
supervisor  on  Aug.  18,  1977,  while  Of¬ 
ficers  Thomas  Clifford  and  John  Gil¬ 
lespie  were  both  charged  with  kicking 
and  pistol-whipping  the  youths. 

The  first  defense  witness  was  Morris 
J.  Torf,  a  Chelsea  resident  who  claims 
to  sit  in  his  car  in  front  of  the  Park 
Square  Building  on  a  nightly  basis. 
Torf  said  he  was  friends  with  Clifford 
and  Gillespie,  [see  box] 

Torf  in  the  Square 

He  said  that  he  recalled  the  night  in 
question  well,  because  he  had  seen  an 
older  man  bleeding  from  the  face  near 
Providence  Street.  He  claims  the  man 
Dointed  towards  three  “drag  queens” 

-  at  the  traffic  island  and  said  they  were 
the  ones  who  robbed  and  stabbed  him. 
(No  mention  of  any  robbery  victim  had 
ever  been  made  during  the  prior  two 
days  of  the  trial.) 

Under  cross-examination  by  Internal 
Affairs  prosecutor  John  W.  Fieldsteel, 
Torf  said  he  stays  in  the  Park  Square 
area  nightly  because,  “There’s  always 
something  going  on.”  He  said  he  had 
been  a  Deputy  Sheriff  in  Suffolk 
County  until  this  year,  but  left  that 
post  because  of  a  “personal  disagree¬ 
ment”  with  Robert  Deutch,  admini¬ 
strative  assistant  to  Sheriff  Dennis 
Kearney.  He  said  he  is  now  employed 
as  a  Deputy  Sheriff  in  Norfolk  County. 

During  Torf’s  testimony,  Lt.  David 
Walsh  of  the  Internal  Affairs  Division 
seemed  amused  because  of  obvious  in¬ 
consistencies  in  his  testimony.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  Torf  said  there  were  four  “drag 
queens”  involved  in  the  incident,  al¬ 
though  previously  sworn  testimony  dis-„ 


closed  that  only  two  of  the  youths  were 
in  drag,  and  that  there  were  many 
other  persons  on  the  traffic  island,  not 
just  the  four  whom  Torf  named. 

Both  defense  attorneys,  Frank  Mc¬ 
Gee  and  Joseph  MacParland,  objected 
when  Fieldsteel  asked  Torf  to  explain 
the  geography  of  the  area.  Fieldsteel 
responded,  “I’m  sorry,  I  don’t  have 
time  to  cruise  Park  Square  as  often  as 
Mr.  Torf  does.” 

No  Complaints  of  Beating 

The  second  defense  witness  was  Of¬ 
ficer  Peter  Jerome  of  District  4.  He 
stated  that  he  took  two  of  the  youths  to 
the  police  station  and  neither  of  them 
complained  about  having  been  beaten 
while  on  Newbury  Street. 

Jerome  told  Fieldsteel  two  of  the 
youths  were  handcuffed,  and  conceded 
that  the  Park  Square  area  was  not  in 
his  patrol  area.  Although  he  was  a  de¬ 
fense  witness,'  Jerome  seemed  to  help 
the  prosecution  when  his  log-book  for 
that  evening  showed  no  record  of  his 
ever  responding  to  a  call  in  the  Arling¬ 
ton  Street  area.  Jerome  also  testified 
that  he  never  heard  anyone  call  local 
hospitals  in  search  of  the  supposed 
“robbery  victim.” 

Officer  Thomas  Clifford,  with 
nearly  eight  years  of  experience  as  a 
police  officer,  then  took  the  stand  on 
his  own  behalf.  He  claimed  that, 
while  leaving  Gatsby’s(a  Park  Square 
bar),  he  was  hailed  by  “an  elderly 
gentleman”  who  was  bleeding  from  the 
face  and  who  pointed  to  some  youths, 
identifying  them  as  his  assailants. 

Clifford,  who  was  off-duty  at  the 
time,  said  he  chased  the  youths  from 
the  traffic  island  toward  the  Ritz-Carl- 
ton  Hotel  and  finally  apprehended 
them.  He  testified  that  he  did  not 
handcuff  any  of  the  youths,  nor  did  he 
see  any  of  them  in  handcuffs. 

No  Report  Filed 

He  admitted,  under  cross-examina¬ 
tion  by  Fieldsteel,  that  he  did  not  file  a 


“1-1”  (incident  report)  on  the  matter, 
nor  did  he  save  an  alleged  blood¬ 
stained  knife  for  fingerprints  or  blood 
analysis.  He  also  testified  that  he  did 
not  file  a  request  for  overtime  pay  for 
the  hour  in  question,  although  officers 
who  are  “activated”  while  off-duty 
have  that  right.  Clifford  did  file  the 
overtime  request  several  weeks  later, 
after  being  advised  of  his  right  to  do 
so.  He  said  he  contacted  Boston  City 
Hospital,  Mass.  General  Hospital,  and 
the  New  England  Medical  Center  in  an 
unsuccessful  search  for  the  “victim” 
of  the  robbery. 

Officer  John  Gillespie  offered  basi¬ 
cally  the  same  testimony,  and  added 
that  he  had  shown  the  knife  to  Torf. 

When  Fieldsteel  attempted  to  deter¬ 
mine  when  and  how  Gillespie  first  met 
Torf,  defense  attorney  McGee  stood 
up  and  shouted,  “Will  the  city  stipu¬ 
late  that  Mr.  Torf  is  straight?”  Field¬ 
steel  retorted,  “Absolutely  not.  I 
couldn’t  care  less.” 

Gillespie  testified  that  he  did  hand¬ 
cuff  one  of  the  youths  not  in  drag.  He 
also  said  that  he  never  brought  the  in¬ 
cident  to  his  supervisor’s  attention. 

A  Fourth  Witness 

The  fourth  defense  witness  was  Of¬ 
ficer  William  Brennan,  a  20-year  vet¬ 
eran  of  the  police  force.  Brennan  was 
the  desk  clerk  at  the  police  station  that 
night;  he  testified  that  Lt.  Maglio  was 
not  in  the  front  office  when  the  youths 
were  brought  in.  He  was  unsure 
whether  the  youths  had  handcuffs  on 
but  added  that  no  arrest  forms  were 
ever  completed. 

The  hearing  officer,  Deputy  Super¬ 
intendent  Richard  J.  McKinnon,  ad¬ 
journed  the  hearing  for  two  weeks,  at 
which  time  the  commander  of  District 
Four,  Capt.  James  M.  McDonald,  will 
be  summoned  to  explain  why  he  re¬ 
commended  no  disciplinary  action 
against  Clifford  and  Gillespie. 


Morris  J.  Torf’s  appearance  at  the 
Aug.  30  trial  board  raised  quite  a  few 
eyebrows.  His  1976  blue  Mercury, 
complete  with  eight  antennae  and  a 
low-number  license  plate,  can  be  seen 
almost  any  night  around  the  Grey¬ 
hound  Bus  Terminal.  By  his  own  ad¬ 
mission,  he  carries  a  loaded  gun  with 
him,  and  uses  his  position  as  a  Deputy 
Sheriff  as  “protection.”  (No  one 
would  discuss  him  for  attribution.) 

GCN  has  learned  that  Torf  left  Suf¬ 
folk  County  Sheriff  Dennis  Kearney’s 
office  because  Kearney  wanted  him  to 
remain  at  the  Suffolk  County  Jail 
(Charles  Street)  during  the  day,  not 
“play  policeman”  at  night  as  he  did 
under  former  Sheriff  Thomas  Eisen- 
stadt.  Sources  report  that  he  was  leak¬ 
ing  information  about  the  Sheriff’s  de¬ 
partment  to  Boston  City  Councillor 
Albert  “Dapper”  O’Neil,  Kearney’s 
opponent  in  this  year’s  Democratic 
primary.  (His  conspicuous  car  pre¬ 
sently  sports  an  O’NEIL  bumper  stic¬ 
ker  on  it.) 

Almost  all  of  the  young  men  who 
frequent  the  Park  Square  area  know 
him  by  sight,  if  not  by  name.  One 
young  man  said  that  the  prevailing  wis¬ 
dom  in  the  Square  is,  “If  you  get 
busted,  go  see  Moe.”  Other  youths 
said  he  occasionally  identifies  himself 
as  a  police  officer,  and  then  threatens 
to  arrest  certain  boys  if  they  do  not 
agree  to  have  sex  with  them.  One  night 
he  fired  shots  from  his  car  at  a  young 
man  whom  the  police  were  chasing 
near  Boston  Common. 

Sources  also  report  that  Torf,  whose 
family  owns  the  funeral  home  chain  of 
the  same  name,  has  a  lengthy  record  of 
arrests  (for  everything  from  sexual  of¬ 
fenses  to  murder)  but  no  convictions. 
Sources  said  he  was 

fired  by  Kearney,  although  police 
sources  claim  he  resigned. 

The  question  being  posed  for  investi¬ 
gators  now  is  why  would  a  well-known 
Park  Square  “john”  totally  fabricate 
testimony  to  save  the  careers  of  two 
police  officers.  Is  he  protected  by  the 
police  in  District  4  in  exchange  for  ly¬ 
ing  at  a  trial  board?  Why  does  he  sit  in 
his  car  —  night  after  night,  by  his  own 
admission  —  for  hours  on  end  in  Park 
Square?  In  other  words,  why  is  his  re¬ 
lationship  with  the  police  officers  in 
District  4  such  a  cozy  one?

Court  Refuses  to  Ban  Briggs  Initiative  from  November  Ballot 


LOS  ANGELES  —  A  Superior 
Court  here  has  apparently  Refused  to 
uphold  a  court  injuction  filed  by 
groups  opposed  to  the  anti-gay  school 
workers  Briggs  Initiative,  Proposition 
6. 

According  to  San  Francisco’s  Sen¬ 
tinel,  Judge  Charles  Phillips  deter¬ 
mined  that  state  registrars  had  com¬ 
plied  with  the  law  in  accepting  signa¬ 
tures  on  the  petitions  filed  by  State 
Senator  John  Briggs  last  May.  The 
judge  also  ruled  that  even  if  the  4,000 
contested  names  were  invalid,  Briggs 
still  had  presented  more  than  the  neces¬ 
sary  312,404  signatures  on  his  peti¬ 
tions. 

A  temporary  restraining  order  had 
been  issued  by  another  Superior  Coyrt 


judge  disallowing  the  Secretary  of 
State  from  printing  the  November 
ballots  until  after  the  present  ruling. 

The  anti-initiative  forces  contended 
in  a  lawsuit  that  there  was  massive 
fraud,  forgery,  perjury  and  misrepre¬ 
sentation  in  the  circulation  of  the  pe¬ 
tition.  The  suit  also  alleged  that  the 
method  of  counting  signatures  was  de¬ 
fective,  and  that  new  and  untrained 
persons  did  part  of  the  counting. 

The  plaintiffs,  Los  Angeles  gay  acti¬ 
vist  Morris  Knight,  the  National  Or¬ 
ganization  for  Women,  California 
Federation  of  Teachers  and  the  Gay 
Teachers  of  Los  Angeles,  charged  that 
the  typeface  on  the  ballot  question  was 
technically  too  small. 

Peter  Scott,  a  spokesperson  for  the 


No  On  Proposition  6  Committee  told 
the  Sentinel  that  Judge  Phillips  dis¬ 
missed  the  printing  question  as  irrele¬ 
vant. 

Scott  reported  that  Judge  Phillips 
ruled  that  the  “initiative  is  unclear  and 
that  is  not  the  fault  of  the  Attorney 
General  or  the  Secretary  of  State’s 
office.”  According  toScott,“The  court 
felt  that  the  unconstitutionality  or 
ambiguity  of  the  Briggs  Initiative  will 
have  to  be  decided  after  the  people 
have  voted  it  into  law  in  November.” 

According  to  the  report  in  the  Sen¬ 
tinel  ,  Judge  Phillips  was  aware  that 
there  is  an  ongoing  investigation  into 
the  charge  of  forgery  in  the  gathering 
’of  the  signatures  in  San  Diego  county. 
Scott  concluded,  “Phillips  indicated 


that  if  that  is  the  case  and  there  is  a 
forgery  conviction,  then  the  Supreme 
Court  will  deal  with  that  and  the  con¬ 
stitutionality  of  the  ballot  measure  if  it 
is  voted  after  November.” 

Meanwhile,  California  Attorney 
General  Evelle  Younger,  who  has  said 
he  would  remain  neutral  on  Proposi¬ 
tion  6,  indicated  that  sections  of  the 
initiative  may  have  constitutional 
problems.  Younger  believes  that  the 
measure  would  merely  write  into  the 
state  Constitution  “case  law”  or  court 
decisions.  He  added  that  if  the  measure 
goes  beyond  case  law  permits  the  firing 
of  teachers  solely  for  being  gay,  then 
that  section  might  be  declared  uncon¬ 
stitutional. 


Provincetown  Viewed  as  Less  Receptive  to  Gays  and  Gay  Business 


PROVINCETOWN,  MA  —  A 
group  of  Provincetown  businesspeople 
recently  organized  to  form  the  Prov¬ 
incetown  Business  Guild  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  tourism  in  the 
national  gay  community.  The  or¬ 
ganization  considers  itself  an  altern¬ 
ative  to  the  local  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  which  has  opined  that 
there  is  no  need  to  promote  the  Cape 
Cod  community  to  “special  interest” 
circles. 

The  new  business  association  is  one 
result  of  what  is  perceived  as  a  growing 
problem  in  Provincetown,  that  the 


town  is  less  receptive  to  gay  visitors 
than  in  past  years.  There  also  have 
been  repeated  complaints  this  year 
about  persons  unjustifiably  placed  in 
“protective  custody”  by  Provincetown 
police  officers.  Pedestrian  traffic  has 
been  barred  from  the  cruisy  “dunes” 
of  a  local  beach,  two  persons  were 
recently  arrested  for  swimming  nude  at 
the  Crown  and  Anchor  pool,  there 
have  been  arrests  for  sexual  acts  in 
secluded  places,  and  there  are  reports 
of  some  scattered  entrapment-style 
arrests  as  well. 

Local  police  officers,  in  a  marked 


departure  from  their  long-standing 
“live  and  let  live”  philosophy,  have 
also  been  diligent  in  enforcing  closing- 
hour  regulations  for  licensed  premises. 
Some  establishments  are  visited  nightly 
by  uniformed  officers  at  closing  time. 
Sisters,  a  popular  women’s  bar,  is  now 
closed  due  to  what  many  Provincetown 
observers  believe  is  harassment  from 
local  authorities. 

Three  weeks  ago,  the  Provincetown 
Board  of  Selectmen  ..ith  dozens  of 
gay  residents  and  visitors  to  discuss  the 
complaints  against  the  police  depart¬ 
ment.  The  town  officials  denied  that 


they  were  anti-gay,  while  Police  Chief 
James  Meads  termed  the  allegations 
against  the  department  “ridiculous.” 

Among  the  allegations  made  at  the 
meeting  was  that  the  police  are  overly 
lenient  with  persons  who  assault  gay 
men.  One  person  charged  that  police 
officers  called  in  to  halt  an  armed 
assault  on  two  gay  men  returned  the 
knives  to  the  alleged  asailants.  It  was 
charged  that  the  police  also  ignore 
verbal  harassment  of  gays  by  “punks” 
but  arrest  gay  men  for  using  “pro¬ 
fanity”  on  the  local  beach.

A  House  Divided 

We  are  tired. 

Not  from  overwork.  Not  from  over  expenditure  of  our  energies. 

We  are  tired  of  fear  and  of  senseless  acts.  We  are  tired  of  finding  our  offices 
once  again  forcibly  entered  and  vandalized.  We  are  tired  of  the  lack  of  police 
interest  in  the  break-ins.  We  are  tired  of  listening  to  telephoned  harassments  and 
death  threats. 

On  Sunday,  Sept.  3,  the  much  discussed  “violence”  struck  at  a  center  of  our 
community.  A  group  of  vandals  battered  through  barred  windows  and  ransacked 
the  GCN  office.  Howard  Phillips’  “militant  homosexuals”  were  being  punished 
for  their  stand  against  the  forces  of  oppression. 

That  our  offices  were  vandalized  is  nothing  new.  It  has  happened  before  and  it 
will  happen  again.  Dissidents  have  never  been  safe  from  cowardly  attacks. 

That  we  receive  anonymous  death  threats  constantly  goes  without  saying;  it 
has  become  a  matter  of  course.  The  fight  for  that  in  which  one  believes  has  never 
been  without  risks. 

That  our  windows  have,  in  the  past  year,  been  shattered  by  bullets  may 
surprise  you.  It  shouldn’t.  Human  dignity  has  never  been  attained  without 
sacrifice.  There  are  those  who  would  rather  we  cower  than  hold  our  heads  high. 
We  are  prepared  to  confront  the  homophobia  which  threatens  us  daily. 

But,  as  we  get  back  to  the  business  of  running  the  paper,  we  are  stunned:  the 
long-standing  fact  that  there  is  a  lack  of  support  from  the  gay  community  has 
finally  hit  home  for  all  of  us. 

When  the  200  lesbians  and  gay  men  who  formed  the  September  1  Coalition 
called  upon  all  people  committed  to  the  struggle  for  human  rights  to  demonstrate 
against  Bryant’s  campaign,  we  saw  it  as  our  duty  to  publicize  that  call  to  action, 
and  so  produced  an  extra  edition  to  fulfill  this  obligation  to  our  community.  Yet 
during  Bryant’s  visit  and  resultant  rally  in  Copley  Square,  we  suffered  through 
more  negative  feelings  from  sectors  of  the  gay  community  than  at  any  time  in  our 
history. 


Instead  of  a  much  needed  coming  together  and  a  necessary  supportive  effort, 
many  politicians  and  gay  businesses  retreated  to  a  stance  of  fear  and  non-activism 
masquerading  as  “respectability.” 

Some  of  us  feel  strongly  that  the  planned  activities  will  unnecessarily  jeopardize 
the  safety  of  a  large  number  of  lesbians,  gay  men  and  their  supporters.  Others  hold  that 
the  strategizing  meeting  was  hastily  called,  chaired  and  dominated  by  a  particular 
philosophy  and,  despite  rhetoric  supporting  ‘unity’  within  the  gay  community,  was  in 
itself  the  most  divisive  and  insensitive  gathering  of  gay  people  in  Boston  to  date. 

The  above  declaration  was  endorsed  by  a  number  of  bars  and  other  businesses 
in  the  Boston  area.  Many  members  of  the  Gay  Business  Association  saw  fit  to  lend 
their  support  to  this  statement  rather  than  to  those  people  working  to  battle  our 
enemies:  fear  and  ignorance. 

One  prominent  business  person  brought  a  new  meaning  to  our  telephoned 
threats.  He  angrily  labelled  us  “radicals”  and  began  a  campaign  in  the  business 
community  to  boycott  GCN. 

Also  distressing  to  GCN  was  the  confusing  decision  by  politicians  to  denounce 
the  demonstration.  Both  State  Reps.  Barney  Frank  and  Elaine  Noble  cited  the 
divisive  argument  of  “fear”  of  violence  as  they  withdrew  support  at  this  vital  time. 

In  the  face  of  economic  blackmail  from  within  the  community,  lack  of 
commitment  from  political  allies,  and  violent  homophobic  terrorism,  we  must 
reiterate  our  mandate  and  the  principles  by  which  we  abide.  Gay  Community  News 
is  committed  to  providing  a  forum  for  all  of  the  diverse  and  opposed  elements  and 
perspectives  within  the  gay  community,  and  to  maintaining  open  lines  of 
communication  between  us  all. 

Elaine  Noble  and  the  Boston/Boise  Committee,  Fag  Rag  and  Dignity,  they 
belong  to  us,  and  we  to  them.  And  we  will  fight  always,  when  faced  with  prejudice 
and  hatred. 

We  challenge  our  elected  officials  Frank  and  Noble  and  others  to  answer  for 
their  fears. 

We  challenge  the  gay  business  community  to  support  those  who  support  them 
and  stop  their  attempts  to  intimidate  an  open  and  free  gay  press. 

We  challenge  the  straight  community  to  have  the  courage  to  respect  and 
defend  the  basic  rights  of  all  people. 

We  ask  all  those  who  stepped  back  in  fear  and  ignorance  to  raise  their  heads 
and  join  hands  with  us  to  battle  injustice  and  hate. 

We  are  tired. 

We  will  not  stop.

confrontation  now 

Another  divisive  issue  has  further  split  and 
polarized  the  gay  community  of  Boston.  And  by 
the  time  of  this  letter’s  publication,  it  will  have 
become  a  part  of  our  history.  Yet  I  anticipate  a 
good  deal  of  discussion  about  it  to  come.  What 
would  have  been  the  best,  most  effective 
response  to  Anita  Bryant’s  appearance  in 
Boston?  It  was  a  question  to  be  resolved  at  the 
strategy  meeting  held  last  Thursday  Aug.  24  at 
the  Old  West  Church.  It  would  be  naive, 
however,  to  have  expected  complete  agreement. 
Those  who  organized  and  ran  the  meeting  report¬ 
edly  knew  what  course  of  action  they  planned  on 
pursuing  and  just  held  that  meeting  to  present 
their  plan  to  a  wider  audience  for  either  ac¬ 
ceptance  or  rejection.  I  don’t  know  if  this  is  true. 
I,  unfortunately,  was  out  of  town  for  the  meet¬ 
ing,  but  it  certainly  sounds  plausible.  My  own 
feelings,  both  prior  to  the  meeting  and  now  after¬ 
wards,  were  mixed.  Bryant  has  achieved  too 
much  notoriety  as  it  is.  Why  not  just  ignore  her 
and  deprive  her  of  any  and  all  attention  and 
publicity?  But  her  ideas  are  so  reprehensible  and 
loathesome  that  some  sort  of  active  rather  than 
passive  response  seemed  not  only  tempting  but 
necessary.  Besides,  whether  or  not  I  chose  to 
demonstrate,  someone  else  would  have.  And  if 
there  were  to  be  any  sort  of  protest,  it  should 
have  been  as  vocal  and  noticable  as  possib'-;. 


Anything  less  than  this  would  have  be  insuf¬ 
ficient.  A  half-assed  protest  is  far  worse  than 
none. 

But  what  does  a  rally,  march,  and  demon¬ 
stration  accomplish?  In  New  York,  the  Gay 
Activists  Alliance  successfully  frightened  her  out 
of  town.  Similarly,  it  was  important  that  Bryant 
learn  that  she  was  equally  unwelcome  here  in 
Boston.  Middle  America  admires  this  woman  too 
much  —  she  must  come  to  realize  that  a  sizable 
portion  of  the  rest  of  society  doesn’t.  Only  then 
might  she  begin  to  temper  her  remarks  —  and 
then  maybe,  less  physical  and  psychic  violence 
will  be  done  to  gay  men  and  lesbians  by  her  and 
in  her  name.  Reasoned  argument  has  proven  in¬ 
effectual,  perhaps  frightening  her  into  qui¬ 
escence  would  serve  our  purposes  better.  But 
everyone  is  entitled  to  his/her  opinions  (we, 
discriminated  against  as  we  are,  certainly  aren’t 
in  any  position  to  abridge  anyone  else’s 
freedoms).  But  what  if  we  were  to  suspend  that 
notion  for  a  moment?  Let  her  know  that  while 
she  may  think  whatever  she  chooses  that  we  will 
not  tolerate  her  public  pronouncements.  Better  a 
closet  bigot  than  one  that’s  going  to  corrupt  the 
youth  of  our  nation.  We  don’t  need  those  sorts 
of  role  models. 

But  such  an  approach  would  entail  succumb¬ 
ing  to  her  level.  And  aren’t  we  too  intelligent, 
sophisticated,  and  responsible  for  that?  Work 
within  the  system,  we  are  told,  only  then  will  we 


garner  the  respect  that  we  know  we  deserve.  But 
such  passivity,  such  acquiesence  not  only  allows 
ridicule  and  continued  abuse,  but  invites  it  as 
well. 

How  long  will  it  take  us  to  realize  that  we  are 
shit  in  the  eyes  of  het  society.  We  break  the  law 
not  only  by  rallying,  marching  and  demonstrat¬ 
ing  without  a  permit  (which  ended  up  not  being 
the  case  anyway)  but,  for  the  most  part,  by 
expressing  our  love  for  each  other.  We  are  out¬ 
laws  in  too  many  states  to  pay  any  heed  to  the  re¬ 
strictions  het  Society  has  placed,  now  places  and 
will  continue  to  place  on  us.  If  protest  is  the 
appropriate  response  to  a  given  situation,  then 
we  shouldn’t  wait  for  het  sanction  but  go  ahead 
and  draw  strength  from  our  collective  energies. 
The  time  for  us  to  follow  the  example  of  “the 
responsible  leaders  of  the  gay  community  [which 
were]  solidly  against  the  March,”  as  the  latest 
issue  of  Esplanade  tells  us,  is  over.  The  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  State  Legislature  did  not  pass  a  gay 
rights  bill,  hysteria  over  boy-love  (read:  child 
molestation)  continues  and  while  police  entrap¬ 
ment  may  have  ended  at  the  Library  it  now  seems 
to  have  begun  on  the  Esplanade.  Is  this  not 
evidence  enough  to  convince  us  that  we  cannot 
just  sit  back.  Force  het  society  to  recognize  us 
and  to  treat  us  properly.  (Remember,  it  took  the 
threat  of  a  lawsuit  for  the  Library  to  allow  the 
Gay  Speakers  Bureau  to  use  one  of  their  rooms 
for  a  slide  presentation  on  lesbian  lifestyles). 
Confront  our  adversaries  every  chance  we  get 
and  don’t  relent.  It’s  our  only  chance.

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a  misunderstanding

open  apology 

I’m  sorry.  I  was  wrong. 

In  the  latest  issue  of  Esplanade  I  was  the 
person  primarily  responsible  for  the  sensation¬ 
alist  and  alarmist  treatment  of  the  (then)  up¬ 
coming  rally  and  march  against  Anita  Bryant,  as 
organized  by  the  September  I  Coalition. 

In  so  doing  I  committed  a  grave  injustice  to  the 
gay  community,  by  adding  to  the  incredible  toll 
of  misunderstandings  and  half-truths  which  so 
sharply  divided  the  community  during  the  build¬ 
up  and  actuality  of  the  demonstration.  The  first 
imperative  of  responsible  journalism  is  to  seek 
out  all  the  facts,  and  not  just  rush  headlong  in 
the  direction  of  first  impressions.  In  an  attempt 
to  somehow  clarify  the  situation,  albeit  after  the 
fact,  I  would  like  to  set  the  record  straight. 

In  the  first  place,  as  I  could  have  learned  with 
a  more  conscientious  search  for  the  facts  from  all 
sides  of  the  issue,  there  was  never  any  intention 
on  the  part  of  the  coalition  to  engage  in  anything 
but  peaceful,  non-violent  activity.  In  fact,  every 
precaution  was  taken  by  the  organizers  of  the 
march  to  ensure  that  violence  or  other  evils 
would  not  ensue:  an  official  permit  to  assemble 
and  march  peaceably  was  obtained  from  the  city, 
thus  providing  the  support  of  both  the  Mayor 
and  the  Boston  Police  Department  in  actively 
preventing  any  outbreaks  of  violence;  resolutions 
against  violent  activity  were  unanimously 
affirmed  at  all  the  planning  meetings;  and  the  aid 
of  the  American  Friends  Service  Committee  was 
enlisted  in  training  the  demonstration  marshalls 
in  non-violent  tactics. 

A  second  bit  of  misinformation  concerns  the 
identity  of  the  leaders  of  the  Coalition;  contrary 
to  our  information,  the  so-called  “radical 
elements”  of  the  community  were  not  at  the  head 
of  the  planning  of  the  event,  and  in  fact  were 
among  the  initial  opponents  of  the  march.  The 
truth  of  the  matter  is  that  almost  60%  of  the 
Coalition’s  membership  came  from  women’s 
groups,  which  had  heretofore  been  silent  on  the 
gay  rights  front.  Support  for  the  demonstration 
came  from  all  sectors  of  the  community,  from 
nearly  every  gay  religious  organization,  and  even 
from  a  half-dozen  of  the  bars. 

A  final  misapprehension  fostered  by  several 
outspoken  gay  businesspersons  with  whom  I 
spoke,  is  that  the  idea  of  a  counter¬ 


demonstration,  to  be  held  on  the  Esplanade,  was 
rejected  out  of  hand;  in  fact,  the  proposal  was 
turned  down  only  when  Rep.  Barney  Frank 
pointed  out  that  Back  Bay  residents  would  object 
to  the  noise  produced. 

I  do  not  accept  all  of  the  blame  for  these  in¬ 
accuracies.  For  example,  I  am  a  bit  puzzled  as  to 
why  I,  as  an  early  supporter  and  Steering  Com¬ 
mittee  member  of  the  Boston/Boise  Committee 
(whose  members  were  involved  in  the  Coalition) 
and  as  a  journalist  and  editor  for  one  of  the  com¬ 
munity’s  leading  publications,  was  never  notified 
directly  about  the  meetings.  I  heard  about  the 
first  one,  but  was  out  of  town  and  unable  to 
attend;  the  subsequent  gatherings  should  have 
been  publicized  more  widely  so  that  all  elements 
of  the  community  could  have  had  input.  Never¬ 
theless  I  should  have  contacted  them  myself  be¬ 
fore  going  to  press  with  only  half  the  story. 

Then  too,  I  am  disappointed  that  the  gay  busi¬ 
ness  leaders  and  others  with  whom  I  spoke  were 
so  adamant  in  claiming  that  they  had  not  been 
consulted  for  their  views.  According  to  Tom 
Reeves  (who  was  not  one  of  the  Coalition  leaders 
for  a  change,  again  contrary  to  the  rumors  cir¬ 
culated),  every  effort  was  made  to  leave  the 
question  as  open  as  possible,  but  the  “re¬ 
sponsible”  businesspeople  never  showed  up  at 
later  meetings.  If  this  was  due  to  lack  of  ade¬ 
quate  notice,  I  blame  the  Coalition;  if  the  GBA 
members  were  notified,  and  still  failed  to  show 
up,  they  are  as  much  at  fault,  and  deserve  to  have 
things  “railroaded”  through. 

I  condemn  the  one-sided  handling  by  GCN 
just  as  much  as  I  do  my  own  efforts;  had  they 
spent  even  a  fraction  of  their  space  in  mentioning 
that  the  issue  was  not  as  cut-and-dried  as  it 
seemed,  the  Esplanade  treatment  might  not  have 
been  necessary. 

In  summary,  I  apologize  profusely  for  having 
been  a  party  to  this  one-sided  treatment  of  the 
issue.  I  reacted  from  emotion  and  jumped  to 
some  unwarranted  conclusions,  without  first 
checking  my  facts.  However,  responsibility  must 
be  shared  by  all  sides  of  the  story;  communica¬ 
tion  links,  especially  in  times  of  stress  like  these, 
should  always  remain  open,  so  all  sides  and  all 
ramifications  of  the  issues  can  be  aired.

Dear  Editor: 

In  the  course  of  his  recent  explanation  of  his 
refusal  to  participate  in  Gay  Legislation’s  voter 
registration  drive,  Ken  Withers  says  my  “rotten 
attitude  towards  MBTA  workers  betrays  basic 
anti-union  feelings.”  If  this  is  a  sample  of  his 
powers  of  political  analysis,  we  should  all  be  glad 
he  has  opted  for  being  militantly  irrelevant. 

When  the  state  took  over  mass  transportation, 
it  set  up  a  terrible  framework  within  which  the 
cities  and  towns  paid  all  the  bills,  while  state 
officials  made  all  the  decisions.  This  meant  that 
management  —  appointed  by  the  state  —  has  no 
concern  for  the  size  of  the  MBTA  deficit  —  since 
that  went  on  local  property  tax  rates. 

As  a  result,  a  situation  developed  in  which 
MBTA  employees  won  a  succession  of  contracts 
which  resulted  in  their  being  paid  thousands  of 
dollars  more  per  year  than  public  employees  in 
comparable  jobs  in  city  and  state  government.  In 
addition,  a  set  of  work  rules  was  adopted  which 
greatly  hinders  productive  and  efficient 
transportation. 

These  excessive  costs  became  a  major  obstacle 
to  increased  public  transportation  services,  as 
well  as  a  big  contributor  to  the  high  property 
taxes  and  rents  people  in  Boston  and  other  com¬ 
munities  have  to  pay.  Thus,  this  situation  not 
only  hindered  the  expansion  of  public  transit, 
which  is  very  important  for  low-income  people, 
it  required  these  low-income  people  to  pay  high 
rent  and  taxes  to  finance  salaries  in  the  $20,000 
range  for  most  MBTA  employees. 

The  legislation  I  helped  pass  this  year  man¬ 
dates  no  reduction  in  wages  for  MBTA  em¬ 
ployees.  It  does  mean  that  the  rate  by  which  their 
wages  increase  in  the  future  will  decrease,  and  it 
means  that  management  may  be  able  to  bargain 
for  retraction  of  some  of  the  inefficient  feather¬ 
bedding  practices  on  the  MBTA  in  return  for 
wage  increases. 

MBTA  employees,  under  this  bill,  will  still  be 
the  highest  paid  employees  in  the  state  five  years 
from  now,  and  will  still  have  the  most  favorable 
collective  bargaining  rules  applicable  to  them¬ 
selves  of  all  public  unions  in  Massachusetts.  But 
their  margin  over  others  will  not  be  as  excessive 
as  it  has  been. 

I  have  worked  in  the  Legislature  for  many 
union  goals  —  against  uncompensated  workfare 
for  welfare  recipients,  for  a  fairer  shake  at 
organizing  for  hospital  workers,  for 
unemployment  compensation  for  workers  idled 


by  February’s  blizzard,  etc.  And  several  unions 
have  from  time  to  time  endorsed  me  for  re- 
election.  Fortunately,  Ken  Withers’  view,  that 
supports  for  a  costly  and  inefficient  public 
transit  system  is  a  litmus  test  for  pro-union 
feelings,  does  not  seem  widely  shared.

Neil  Miller  notes  in  the  August  5th  GCN  that 
“Leo  did  not  take  a  sizeable  block  of  writers  with 
him.

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Gay  Group  Marches  for  First  Time  in  Mexico 


MEXICO  CITY,  MEX.  —  For  the 
first  time  in  Mexican  history,  a  gay 
organization  marched  as  a  contingent 
in  a  mass  demonstration. 

The  Frente  Homosexual  de  Accion 
Revolucionaria  (FHAR),  the  Homo¬ 
sexual  Front  for  Revolutionary  Action, 
marched  recently  in  Mexico  City  in  a 
demonstration  “against  police  repres¬ 
sion”  and  for  a  general  amnesty.  The 
demonstration  was  called  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  to  Defend  Political  Prisoners, 
the  university  workers  union,  the  Com¬ 
munist  Party  and  the  Partido  Revolu- 
cionario  de  los  Trabajadores  (PRT, 
Revolutionary  Workers  Party). 

About  ten  members  of  FHAR 
marched  in  front  of  the  PRT  contin¬ 


gent  with  a  banner  and  leaflets.  About 
30  feminists  and  members  of  the  PRT 
joined  in  -  the  contingent  along  the 
march  route. 

The  FHAR  leaflet  called  for  a  fight 
against  police  repression,  a  linking  of 
the  gay,  women’s  and  workers  move¬ 
ments  and  the  building  of  “class  con¬ 
sciousness”  among  gay  people.  The 
leaflet  also  noted  that  the  group  joined 
the  march  knowing  that  “anti-homo¬ 
sexual  attitudes  are  not  solely  the  pro¬ 
vince  of  the  dominant  class.” 

Cristina  Rivas,  a  member  of  the 
PRT,  said  the  public  response  “was 
impressive.  People  would  clap  —  they 
couldn’t  believe  it.” 

While  the  demonstration  as  a  whole 


involved  30,000  people,  media 
coverage  was  light  and  the  FHAR  con¬ 
tingent  was  only  briefly  mentioned  in 
one  daily  newspaper,  according  to  Ri¬ 
vas.  The  PRT  newspaper,  Bandera  So- 
cialista ,  carried  a  large  article  on  the 
FHAR  and  its  contingent  in  the  issue 
following  the  demonstration. 

Asked  why  this  first  gay  group  in 
Mexico  would  be  openly  socialist  as 
well  as  gay,  Rivas  said  that  in  Mexico 
“any  organization  that  fights  for  its 
own  rights  becomes  socialist.” 

Rivas  said  that  a  lesbian  group  has 
formed  within  the  last  few  months  and 
it  is  involved  with  the  National  Coali¬ 
tion  of  Feminist  Women. 


Masters  and  Johnson  Discuss  Homosexuality

sex  permeates  our  life  from  birth.  Sex 
is  a  natural  function.  Our  culture  has 
attempted  to  deny  it.” 

The  noted  sex  researchers  answered 
a  number  of  questions  from  the  large 
audience  in  Washington  and  the  topic 
of  homosexuality  was  one  of  the  major 
issues  addressed. 

Asked  about  the  contention  by  some 
people  that  homosexuality  is  a 
“sickness”  or  “aberration,”  Dr.  Mas¬ 
ters  said,  “Homosexuality  is  a  natural 
form  of  sex  experience!” 

“Based  on  our  research,”  he 
continued,  “it  is  a  valid  sex  expression. 
In  sex  research,  we  do  not  make  moral 
judgments.” 

Another  questioner,  referring  to  ar¬ 
guments  stated  by  Anita  Bryant,  asked 
if  the  “domino  theory”  of  sexuality 
was  true.  Does  masturbation  lead  to 
homosexuality? 


According  to  both  Masters  and 
Johnson,  there  is  “not  a  shred  of  evi¬ 
dence”  to  support  the  domino  theory 
on  sex.  “About  35  to  40°/oof  all  men 
from  16  to  50  years  of  age  have  had 
one  or  more  homosexual  experiences,” 
Masters  stated.  “The  same  ratio  ap¬ 
plies  to  women.  There  is  no  pre-or¬ 
dained  matrix.  A  domino  theory  pre¬ 
sumes  no  choice.  It  is  an  untrue  and 
unfortunate  theory.” 

Asked  if  homosexuality  is  a  natural 
sex  response,  the  researchers  respond¬ 
ed  “it  is  a  natural  response.”  Johnson- 
Masters  stated,  “We  are  not  born  ho¬ 
mosexual  or  heterosexual.  We  learn  to 
be  either  heterosexual  or  homosexual. 
No  genetic  determinant  has  been  estab¬ 
lished.  We  learn  ambi-sexual 
orientation.  What  we  become  is  based 
on  th^  learning  process.” 


Efforts  to  treat  VD  out  of  existence  have 
failed.  Therefore  we  must  learn  to  prac¬ 
tice  VD  PREVENTION  through  personal 
hygiene.

Page  2:  The  Sexually  Active  Male  ! 

Careful  washing  after  sex  will  reduce 
the  possibility  of  catching  VD. 

The  germs  that  cause  syphilis  and  gon¬ 
orrhea,  as  well  as  some  other  sexually 
transmitted  diseases,  are  sensitive  to 
soap  and  water.  Wash  before  sex  for  hy¬ 
gienic  purposes. 

Immediately  After  Intercourse: 

Soap  genitals  working  a  bit  of  soft 
mushy  soap  into  urinary  opening.  Rinse. 
Repeat  procedure.  Then  urinate  (which 
may  sting).  Extended  exposure  or  delay 
before  washing  diminishes  the  effective¬ 
ness  of  this  preventive  measure. 

Washing  is  doubly  important  since  even 
in  the  absence  of  VD,  other  sexually 
transmitted  germs  can  cause  infections 
such  as  NGU  (non-gonococcal  urethritis) 
or  NSU  (non-specific  urethritis). 

If  lubricants  are  involved  in  the  sex  act, 
use  water-soluble  preparations  that  will 
wash  away.  Do  not  use  an  oil  base  that 
can  leave  a  film  to  trap  germs. 

Note:  The  foreskin  that  covers  theTiead 
of  the  penis  may  trap  germs  which  can 
cause  infections.  Therefore,  special  at¬ 
tention  should  be  given  to  washing  the  un- 
circumcized  penis. 

With  the  development  of  vaccines 
against  gonorrhea  and  syphilis,  personal 
hygiene  remains  necessary  to  prevent 
other  sexually  transmitted  diseases.  For 
example,  a  gonorrhea  vaccine  will  not  pre¬ 
vent  approximately  half  of  the  reported 
cases  of  male  urethritis  which  are  not 
gonorrhea. 

Page  3:  Some  Aspects  of  Personal  Hy¬ 
giene  for  Male  and  Female 

Some  infectious  germs  which  are  com¬ 
monly  found  in  the  lower  digestive  tract 
may  be  transmitted  from  the  rectum  during 
certain  sex  activities.  Also  present  may  be 
parasites  which  cause  gastro-intestinal 
disorders  if  swallowed  (anal-oral  route). 

The  mucous  membranes  of  the  genito¬ 
urinary  system  are  highly  susceptible  to 
infection  by  some  of  these  germs  from  1 
the  rectum.  For  example:  As  a  result  of 
careless  cleansing  from  rectum  toward 
vagina  by  the  female  after  toilet,  germs 
are  easily  spread  to  the  vagina  where  they 
may  cause  infections,  and  from  which 
they  may  be  transmitted  during  vaginal,  as 
well  as  rectal,  intercourse.  Therefore, 
females  must  not  cleanse  in  the  direction 
of  rectum  to  vagina. 

Today  it  is  considered  that  excessive 
douching  may  disturb  the  chemical  bal¬ 
ance  of  the  vagina.  Frequency  and  content 
should  be  discussed  with  a  physician. 

Personal  hygiene  before  and  after  sex 
can  be  greatly  aided  by  the  bidet,  a  low 
bathroom  fixture,  designed  to  facilitate 
washing  for  disease  prevention  and  pro¬ 
per  cleansing  after  toilet.  The  American 
public,  unfortunately,  has  never  been 
adequately  informed  as  to  the  advantages 
of  the  bidet,  and  it  is  not  found  in  homes 
or  hotels  in  the  United  States,  whereas  in 
many  parts  of  the  world  it  is  widely  used 
and  significant  to  personal  hygiene.  Good 
hygiene  requires  careful  washing  of  geni¬ 
tal  and  rectal  areas  before  and  after  sex.

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Bryant  Cancels  and  Boston  Rallies

announced  t  hat,  “All  permits  had  been 
obtained  for  a  peaceful  march  and 
rally.”  Drolet  went  on  to  thank  Com¬ 
missioner  Jordan  “for  his  willingness 
to  cooperate  with  the  gay  and  women’s 
communities  to  ensure  a  peaceful  re¬ 
sponse  in  Boston  to  Ms.  Bryant’s  ap¬ 
pearance.”  Drolet  announced  that 
State  Rep.  Mel  King  and  Angela  and 
Robert  Bonin  had  agreed  to  speak  at 
the  rally. 

Kathy  Travers  said  that  the  Coali¬ 
tion  “has  announced  its  support  of 
everyone’s  right  to  sexuality  and  life¬ 
style,  equal  opportunities  to  employ¬ 
ment,  housing  and  education,  and 
women’s  right  to  choose.”  Travers 
stated,  “While  we  recognize  Bryant’s 
right  to  speak,  it  is  our  right  and  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  show  our  resistance  to 
homophobia,  attacks  on  women’s 
rights  and  the  right-wing  positions  that 
Bryant  and  Phillips  represent.  We  will 
show  them  that  there  are  more  people 
in  Boston  who  support  people’s  rights 
than  are  against  them.”  A  list  of  forty- 
eight  endorsements  from  various  in¬ 
dividuals  and  groups,  including  the 
Gay  Task  Force  of  the  National  Law¬ 
yers  Guild,  Rep.  Mel  King,  Rev.  Troy 
Perry,  gay  activist  Flo  Kennedy  and 
singer  Joan  Baez  was  announced. 

The  Phillips  Conference 

That  afternoon,  Howard  Phillips 
spoke  to  reporters  at  the  Park  Plaza 
Hotel.  Phillips  announced  his  cancella¬ 
tion  of  the  demonstration  due  to 
“threats  of  violence”  from  “militant 
homosexuals.”  Phillips  brandished  a 
copy  of  the  GCN  supplement,  claiming 
that  its  back-page  poster  of  Bryant 
with  the  caption  “Wanted,  for  crimes 
against  humanity,”  was  “proof”  of 
the  violent  nature  of  the  rally. 


Phillips  acknowledged  that  he  had 
invited  members  of  the  South  Boston 
Marshalls  to  attend  the  rally.  “The 
Marshalls  I  have  met  impress  me  as 
fine, responsible  people,”  said  Phillips. 
Phillips  assured  reporters  that  he  did 
not  know  how  many  tickets  were  sold 
for  the  performance,  though  by  then 
the  low  ticket  sales  were  common 
knowledge  in  Boston.  Advertisements 
in  Boston  newspapers  appeared  with 
the  face  of  Anita  Bryant  marked  over 
with  the  caption  “Cancelled;  due  to 
threats  of  violence.” 

Rally  Held  by  Coaltion,  Bryant  Shows 

The  September  One  Coalition  de¬ 
cided  to  go  ahead  with  the  rally,  an¬ 
nouncing  “that  what  was  to  be  partly  a 
protest  against  what  Anita  Bryant  and 
Howard  Phillips  represent  is  now  pri¬ 
marily  a  celebration  of  everyone’s 
rights.” 

Bryant  did  come  to  Boston,  ap¬ 
pearing  at  a  press  conference  in  the 
Copley  Plaza  Hotel,  along  with  How¬ 
ard  Phillips  and  her  husband,  Bob 
Green.  Entering  the  room  surrounded 


by  an  entourage  of  Phillips  supporters, 
Bryant  made  her  way  to  the  podium, 
shaking  hands  and  introducing  herself 
to  the  press.  Then,  flanked  by  the  Mar¬ 
shalls,  who  eyed  the  reporters  through¬ 
out  the  conference,  Bryant  announced, 
“For  a  number  of  years  I  have  been 
aware  of  the  outstanding  leadership  of 
Howard  Phillips  in  the  nation.  .  .  . 
That’s  the  only  reason  I’m  here  in  Bos¬ 
ton  today.”  When  asked  how  she  came 
to  endorse  Phillips,  Bryant  answered, 
“Well,  I  had  heard  of  Howard  Phillips 
for  some  time,  particularly  because  of 
the  great  job  he  did  with  the  Office  of 
Economic  Opportunity  in  taking  out, 
particularly  I  remember  the  great  job 
he  did  in  cutting  tax  funding  for  homo¬ 
sexual  organizations,  I  believe  it  was  a 
day-care  center.” 

The  Celebration 

The  September  One  Coalition  held  a 
news  conference  and  reiterated  the 
peaceful  nature  of  the  demonstration. 
It  attributed  the  cancellation  of  the 
fundraiser  to  the  low  level  of  ticket 
sales.  The  demonstration  began  as 


planned  at  6  p.m.  in  Copley  Square. 
Two  thousand  participants  heard 
speeches  and  entertainment  while  Bry¬ 
ant,  Phillips,  members  of  their  families 
and  supporters  watched  from  the 
fourth  story  of  the  Copley  Plaza  Hotel. 

An  analysis  of  the  New  Right  by 
Sherry  Weigart  of  Abortion  Action 
was  delivered  at  the  beginning  of  the 
demonstration. 

State  Rep.  Mel  King  told  the  crowd 
that,  “You  are  all  niggers  ...  we  are 
not  a  minority  ...  to  be  called  a  mi¬ 
nority  is  to  set  yourself  up  to  get  less. 
The  coalition  that  we  need  in  this  coun- 
j|  try  is  that  of  all  the  niggers.” 

§  The  Bonins  Speak 

j»  One  of  the  highlights  of  the  rally  was 
the  appearance  of  Former  Chief  Jus¬ 
tice  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Robert  Bonin  and  Angela 
Bonin.  Bonin  resigned  his  post  on  Aug. 
2  after  the  Massachusetts  House  and 
Senate  had  voted  overwhelmingly  in 
favor  of  a  “bill  of  address”  to  remove 
him  from  the  bench  permanently  [see 
GCN  Vol.  6,  No.  4]. 

“I  promise  you,”  said  Angela 
Bonin,  “that  some  time  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  gay  people  will  be  given  the 
same  rights  as  heterosexuals  .  .  .  our 
courts  and  government  will  be  run  by 
people  of  integrity  and  intelligence.” 

Robert  Bonin  called  the  cancellation 
of  the  Bryant  fundraiser  “a  typical 
demagogic  trick.”  “Politics  is  the  only 
profession  where  mediocrities  can  gain 
the  world’s  attention  by  slander.  You 
don’t  need,  and  I  sure  don’t  need, 
Howard  Phillips  or  Elaine  Noble  to 
lecture  us,”  Bonin  said. 

“My  wife  and  I  wish  you  the  best  of 
luck,  we  support  you  and  fellow  civil 
libertarians.”

In  the  title  poem  of  the  first  section 
of  this  book,  Adrienne  Rich  presents  a 
key  concept  in  her  lesbian  feminist 
poetic  vision.  Speaking  of  Madame 
Curie’s  refusal  to  acknowledge  the  visi¬ 
ble  symptoms  and  signs  of  her  radia¬ 
tion  cancer.  Rich  states:  “She  died  a 
famous  woman  denying/  her  wounds/ 
denying/  her  wounds  came  from  the 
same  source  as  her  power.”  In  various 
ways  The  Dream  of  a  Common  Lan¬ 
guage  centers  on  exploring  and  articu¬ 
lating  the  sense  in  which,  as  women  in 
general  and  lesbian/feminist  woman- 
identified  women  in  particular,  our 
deepest  wounds  come  from  the  same 
sources  as  our  greatest  power.  The  col¬ 
lection  consists  of  poems  written  be¬ 
tween  1974-1977,  a  period  that  we 
sense  as  definitive  for  Rich  the  woman- 
identified  woman  as  well  as  the  poet. 

In  her  work  throughout  this  period 
we  observe  Rich  confronting  and  ar¬ 
ticulating  crucial  and  basic  issues  to  a 
lesbian/feminist  existence:  “I’m  alive 
to  want  more  than  life,/  want  it  for 
others  starving  and  unborn,/  to  name 
the  deprivations  boring  into  my  will, 
my  affections,  into  the  brains/  of 
daughters,  sisters,  lovers  caught  in  the 
crossfire  of  terrorists  of  the  mind.” 
(“Hunger”)  Rich  consistently  names 
these  deprivations  clearly  and  expli¬ 
citly,  telling  us  they  are  created  by 
“Something  that  kills  us  or  leaves  us 
half-alive/  .  .  .  raging  under  the  name 

of  an  ‘act  of  god’/ . /  yes, 

that  male  god  that  acts  on  us  and  on 
our  children,/  that  male  State  that  acts 
on  us  and  on  our  children.”  Rich  pow¬ 
erfully  delineates  the  ravages  of  an  op¬ 
pressive  patriarchal  system  where 
our  brains  are  blunted  by  malnutrition 
yet  sharpened  by  the  passion  for  survival, 
our  powers  expended  daily  on  the  struggle 
to  change  reality  for  our  lovers 
even  in  a  single  trembling  drop  of  water 

“Hunger” 

This  poem  is  a  fine  illustration  of  the 
way  that  Rich’s  poetry  is  most  note¬ 
worthy  for  her  ability  to  relate  her  per¬ 
sonal  experiences  and  emotions  to  a 
larger  socio-political  referent. 

In  Common  Language  Rich’s  poetic 
voice  embodies  the  complex  paradoxes 
and  perceptions  of  a  brain  “blunted  by 
malnutrition/ yet  sharpened  by  the 
passion  for  survival.”  We  see  her  ex¬ 
pending  her  artistic  powers  of  con¬ 
sciousness  and  naming  in  order  to 
change  reality  for  specific  woman 
lovers  and  all  women.  A  large  part  of 
Rich’s  ability  to  shape  a  new  positive 
woman-identified  lesbian/feminist 
reality  through  her  poetry  can  be 
located  in  her  technique  of  revealing 
both  our  immense  power  and  power¬ 
lessness  as  women  to  us  in  her  work 
with  equal  attentiveness,  knowing  we 
must  claim  these  things  as  they  coexist 
before  we  can  change  our  lives  and  the 
world. 

Power/powerlessness  is  a  central 
issue  in  the  21  love  poems  that  form  the 
middle  section  of  the  book,  relating 
Rich’s  struggle  to  change  reality  for 
herself  and  her  female  lovers  in  specific 
relationships.  In  the  eighteenth  poem 
of  the  series,  Rich  voices  an  idea  that 
captures  the  essence  of  this  section, 
stating:  “the  more  I  live  the  more  I 
think/  two  people  together  is  a 
miracle.”  The  next  poem  extends  this 
concept  to  describe  the  specific  miracle 
of  “two  women  together”  as  “  a  work 
nothing  in  civilization  has  made 
simple,/  ...  a  work/  heroic  in  its  or¬ 
dinariness,/  the  slow-picked,  halting 
traverse  of  a  pitch/  where  the  fiercest 
attention  becomes  routine/  —  look  at 


the  faces  of  those  who  have  chosen  it.” 

In  the  love  poems  Rich  show  us 
many  faces  of  lesbian  relationships 
with  fierce  and  loving  attention  to  the 
complex  realities  of  the  miracle  of  two 
women  together,  a  complexity  seen  in 
the  face  of  one  lover  that  “lies  up¬ 
turned”  with  a  “generous,  delicate 
mouth/  where  grief  and  laughter  sleep 
together.”  (“XVI”)  This  attentiveness 
results  in  beautifully  lyrical  descrip¬ 
tions  of  the  immense  joy  in  the  miracle: 

I  laugh  and  fall  dreaming  again 
of  the  desire  to  show  you  to  everyone  I  love, 
to  move  openly  together 
in  the  pull  of  gravity,  which  is  not  simple, 
which  carries  the  feathered  grass  a  long  way 
down  the  upbreathing 
air. 

(“H”> 

Rich  describes  her  “limbs  streaming 
with  a  purer  joy”  that  culminates  in 
“The  Floating  Poem,  Unnumbered,” 
a  sensual  celebration  of  lesbian  sexuali¬ 
ty: 

Whatever  happens  with  us,  your  body 
will  haunt  mine  —  tender,  delicate 
your  lovemaking,  like  the  half-curled  frond 
of  the  fiddlehead  fern  in  forests 
just  washed  by  sun.  Your  traveled,  generous 
thighs 

between  which  my  whole  face  has  come  and 
come  — 

the  innocence  and  wisdom  of  the  place  my 
tongue  has  found  there  — 
the  live,  insatiate  dance  of  your  nipples  in 
my  mouth  — 

your  touch  on  me,  firm,  protective,  searching 
me  out,  your  strong  tongue  and  slender 
fingers 

reaching  where  1  had  been  waiting  years  for 
you 

in  my  rose-wet  cave  —  whatever  happens, 
this  is. 

It  is  an  all  too  rare  moment  in  Rich’s 
poetic  universe,  one  where  she  uses  her 
powers  of  language  and  naming  to 
capture  in  graphic  detail  the  beauty 
and  intimacy  of  women’s  lovemaking. 
Too  rare  because,  as  she  demonstrates 
here,  those  intimacies  lend  themselves 
so  well  to  being  captured  by  Rich’s 
voice.  Rich  is  always  conscious  not 
only  of  the  beauty  of  female  intimacy, 
but  also  of  the  many  ways  that  it  has 
been  and  continues  to  be  an  intimacy 
“rigged  with  terrors.”  It  is  these 
terrors  that  she  remains  committed  to 
showing  us  in  all  their  detail  so  that  we 
might  understand  and  overcome  them 
along  with  her. 

Most  of  the  love  poems  as  well  as 
much  of  the  remaining  poetry  in 
Common  Language  concerns  the  rev¬ 
elation  and  naming  of  those  elements, 
both  internal  and  external,  that  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  terrors  of  intimacy  be¬ 
tween  women.  The  terrors  exist  in  part 
from  the  fact  that  women  choosing  to 
love  themselves  and  other  women  as 
well,  are  struggling  against  a  dominant 
white/male  culture  where,  as  Rich 
states,  “No  one  has  imagined  us,” 
(“I”)  and 

we’re  out  in  a  country  that  has  no  language 
no  laws,  we’re  chasing  the  raven  and  the 
wren 

through  gorges  unexplored  since  dawn 
whatever  we  do  together  is  pure  invention 
the  maps  they  gave  us  were  out  of  date 
by  years  .  .  . 

("XIII”) 

In  trying  to  construct  a  new  language 
to  convey  the  reality  of  our  lives  Rich 
feels  the  weight 

of  artists  dying  in  childbirth,  wise  women 
charred  at  the  stake, 

centuries  of  books  unwritten  plied  behind 
these  shelves; 

...  the  absence 

of  men  who  would  not,  women  who  could 
not,  speak 

to  our  life  —  this  still  unexcavated  hole 
called  civilization,  this  act  of  translation, 
this  half-world. 

(“V”) 

Rich  provides  concrete  examples  of 
these  terrors  in  poems  like  “Paula 
Becker  to  Clara  Westhoff,”  where  we 
are  allowed  to  examine  the  primary  re¬ 
lationship  of  these  two  women  artists 
through  the  voice  of  Becker,  who  died 
in  childbirth.  By  quoting  from  the  di¬ 
aries  and  letters  of  Becker,  Rich  re- 
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constructs  her  relationship  with  West¬ 
hoff,  retroactively  giving  it  the  proper 
importance  in  their  lives.  Rich  is 
mourning  with  Becker  the  way  women 
are  kept  from  exercising  their  creativity 
and  recognizing  the  significance  of 
their  relationships  with  other  women 
due  to  marriage  (Becker  calls  it  “lone¬ 
lier  than  solitude”)  and  heterosexism. 
Throughout  the  poem  Becker  speaks 
from  a  half-consciousness,  still  not  cer¬ 
tain  of,  but  cautiously  exploring,  the 
depth  of  her  affection  for  Westhoff. 
This  exploratory,  groping  voice  makes 
the  poem  moving  and  effective  because 
it  impresses  on  us  the  weight  of  all  the 
forces  in  women’s  lives  that  keep  us 
from  seeing  our  own  oppression  and 
our  love  for  other  women  clearly, 
making  it  difficult  to  act  on  this  know¬ 
ledge,  Becker  states,  “I  know  and  do 
not  know/  what  I  am  searching  for,” 
and  this  ambiguity  of  belief  and  doubt 
of  one’s  own  feelings  is  familiar  to  all 
women  as  a  central  terror  of  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  rejecting  old  myths,  coming  out 
and  into  the  new  realities  of  lesbian¬ 
ism,  feminism  and  woman-identifica¬ 
tion.  When  Becker  says  to  her  friend 
“Clara,  I  feel  so  full/  of  work,  the  life 
I  see  ahead,  and  love/  for  you,  who  of 
all  people/  however  badly  I  say  this/ 
will  hear  all  I  say  and  cannot  say,”  she 
speaks  to  us  and  all  women,  trusting  us 
to  know  intimately  the  terrors  and 
struggles  of  her  life  and  to  realize  the 
weight  of  her  unspoken  words  as  well 
as  that  of  her  cautiously  voiced  female 
truths. 

In  “Phantasia  for  Elvira  Shatayev” 
Rich  performs  another  act  of  transla¬ 
tion  and  reconstruction  similar  to  that 
found  in  the  Becker  poem,  again  using 
a  woman’s  half-spoken  truths  to  make 
a  start  on  the  centuries  of  unwritten 
stories  of  love  between  women.  Shata¬ 


yev  led  a  women’s  climbing  team  to 
Lenin  Peak  in  1974,  where  they  died  in 
a  storm.  Her  husband  searched  for  the 
bodies  and  buried  them;  the  central 
tension  in  the  poem  is  between  this  act 
of  patriarchal  appropriation  and  the 
matriarchal  strength  and  love  Shatayev 
describes  the  women  discovering  in 
themselves: 

You  come  (I  know  this)  with  your  love 
your  loss 

strapped  to  your  body  with  your  tape- 
recorder  camera 
ice-pick  against  advisement 
to  give  burial  in  the  snow  and  in  your  mind 
While  my  body  lies  out  here 
flashing  like  a  prism  into  your  eyes 
how  could  you  sleep  You  climbed  here  for 
yourself 

we  climbed  for  ourselves 

When  you  have  buried  us  told  your  story 
ours  does  not  end  we  stream 
into  the  unfinished  the  unbegun 
the  possible 

Rich  skillfully  shows  the  husband’s 
action  for  what  they  are:  an  invasive 
attempt  to  negate  the  woman-identi¬ 
fied  reality  of  Shatayev’s  mission  and 
death.  It  is  the  ultimate  act  of  patri¬ 
archal  possession  and  arrogance  for 
her  husband  to  claim  Elvira’s  body  and 
bury  it  as  though  she  had  not  been

changed  by  her  climb,  as  though  their 
relationship  remained  the  primary  real¬ 
ity  of  her  life.  What  most  would  senti¬ 
mentalize  as  an  act  of  love,  Rich  sees 
clearly  as  an  act  qf  patriarchal,  hetero¬ 
sexist  oppression,  a  refusal  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  primacy  and  validity  of  re¬ 
lationships  and  experiences  between 
women. 

Rich  also  makes  it  clear  that  this  in¬ 
validation  of  woman-identified  experi¬ 
ences  is  not  only  something  men  do  to 
women,  but  that  women  do  this  to  our¬ 
selves  in  internalizing  male  values. 
Paula  Becker  reveals  this  by  stating  to 
Clara  Westhoff: 

Do  you  know:  I  was  dreaming  I  had  died 

giving  birth  to  the  child. 


.  .  .  what  was  funny 

in  the  dream  was,  Ranier  had  written  my 
requiem  — 

a  long,  beautiful  poem,  and  calling  me  his 
friend. 

I  was  your  friend 

but  in  the  dream  you  didn’t  say  a  word. 

Clara,  why  don’t  I  dream  of  you? 

In  the  dream  Becker’s  husband  Ranier 
is  much  like  Shatayev’s  claiming  a  re¬ 
lationship  with  her  after  death  that  she 
in  fact  shared  with  another  woman. 
Yet,  unlike  Becker,  Shatayev  is  able  to 
maintain  the  force  of  her  woman-iden¬ 
tified  vision  against  her  husband’s  be¬ 
cause  she  sees  her  climbing  as  an  act  of 
love  between  women,  and  consciously 
embraces  this  self-love.  Elvira  states: 

In  the  diary  I  wrote:  Now  we  are  ready 
and  each  of  us  knows  it  I  have  never  loved 
like  this  I  have  never  seen 
my  own  forces  so  taken  up  and  shared 
and  given  back 

After  the  long  training  the  early  sieges 
we  are  moving  almost  effortlessly  in  our  love 
What  is  most  affirming  about  the 
Becker  and  Shatayev  pieces  is  that  here 
and  elsewhere  in  Common  Language 
we  see  Rich  giving  voice  to  the  voiceless 
or  partially  voiced,  saying  boldly  what 
have  been  until  now  tentatively  or  un¬ 
voiced  truths  about  love  between 
women.  It  is  a  fine  use  of  poetic  license 
for  Rich  to  place  these  women’s  words 
in  a  strong  lesbian/feminist  context, 
and  in  a  very  real  sense  to  rescue  them 
from  appropriation  by  men  after  their 
death  by  restoring  their  thoughts  and 
deeds  to  a  proper  woman-identified 
context. 

There  are  many  types  of  silences, 
voicelessness  and  unspoken  truths  be¬ 
tween  women.  In  Common  Language 
Rich  is  devoted  to  exploring  and  re¬ 
vealing  the  total  complexity  of  what  we 
cannot  and  do  not  say  to  each  other 
and  ourselves.  Unlike  many  white  les¬ 
bian  feminists  Rich  acknowledges  the 
voicelessness  of  the  poor  and  Third 
World  women.  She  laments  in  “To  a 
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Poet,”  describing  a  woman  “dumb/ 
with  loneliness  dust  seeping  plastic 
bags/  with  children  in  a  house/  where 
language  floats  and  spins/  abortion  in/ . 
the  bowl.”  Rich  sees  the  spectrum  of 
women’s  aborted  creative  selves,  from 
Paula  Becker  —  an  upper  class  white 
woman  artist  who  died  having  an  un¬ 
wanted  child  —  to  the  anonymous 
poor  woman  in  the  poem  whose  artistic 
potential  is  also  being  killed  by  mother¬ 
hood  along  with  poverty.  Rich  refuses 
to  put  the  pain  of  these  two  women  in 
any  order.  Rejecting  the  while/male 
tactic  of  ranking  oppression  and  pain 
as  a  primary  tool  of  patriarchy,  she 
asks  us 

Is  death  by  famine  worse  than  death  by 
suicide, 

than  a  life  of  famine  and  suicide,  if  a  black 
lesbian  dies, 

if  a  white  prostitute  dies,  if  a  woman  genius 

starves  herself  to  feed  others, 

self-hatred  battening  on  her  body? 

(“Hunger”) 

Rich  makes  us  see  that  anytime  we  put 
our  pain  as  white  or  Third  World, 
lesbian  or  straight  women  in  any  order 
we  invalidate  all  of  our  struggles  as 
women.  She  sees  the  lives  of  Paula 
Becker  and  the  anonymous  woman  in 
“To  a  Poet”  as  equally  tragic.  I  can 
only  hope  that  her  race  and  class  con¬ 
sciousness  concerning  the  implications 
of  womanhood  for  all  women  will 
affect  those  white  upper  and  middle 
class  feminist  writers  and  scholars  who 
bemoan  the  stunted  careers  of  women 
like  Paula  Becker  without  ever  noticing 
the  non-existence  of  artistic  careers  for 
most  poor  and  Third  World  women.  I 
also  hope  that  Common  Language 
comes  out  in  a  reasonably  priced 
paperback  edition  soon  so  that  it  will 
be  accessible  to  lower  income  women 
who  cannot  afford  to  buy  it  now. 

In  the  third  and  final  section  of  this 
book,  “Not  Somewhere  Else,  But 
Here,”  Rich  tells  us  of  the  ways  that 
she  shares  the  voicelessness  and 
unspoken  truths  of  women  like  Paula 
Becker  and  the  aborted  poet.  In  the 
section’s  title  poem  she  says  she  is 
“Trying  to  teach/  unlearnable 
lessons”  and  “trying  to  learn/  un- 
teachable  lessons.”  Though  she  has 
done  both  well  earlier  in  the  volume, 
Rich  is  not  content  to  be  mythologized 
or  mystified  into  the  omnipotent  muse, 
speaking  our  unarticulated  inner 
thoughts  for  us.  She  consistently  ana¬ 
lyzes  her  life  as  a  poet  and  her  writer’s 
craft  both  for  their  positive  and  nega¬ 
tive  qualities.  This  self-analysis  avoids 
overtones  or  self-indulgence  because, 
while  Rich’s  mind  watches  intently,  it 
is  in  the  context  of  an  exceptional  auto¬ 
biographical  style  that  connects  her 


private  pain  and  intense  moments  to 
the  wider  cultural  referent  of  all 
women’s  experiences: 

I  have  written  so  many  words 
wanting  to  live  inside  you 
to  be  of  use  to  you 

Now  I  must  write  for  myself  for  this  blind 
woman  scratching  the  pavement  with  her 
wand  of  thought 

this  slippered  crone  inching  on  icy  streets 
reaching  into  wire  trashbaskets  pulling  out 
what  was  thrown  away  and  infinitely 
precious 

(“Upper  Broadway”) 

Rich  speaks  to  us  as  well  as  her  lover. 
As  a  lesbian  feminist  poet  she  wants  to 
live  inside  her  woman  readers  and  be  of 
use  to  us  in  our  struggles  to  lead  a 
woman-identified  existence  and  to 
create  a  new  female  reality.  Yet,  there 
is  a  real  sense  in  which  her  art  is  for 
herself;  a  way  of  overcoming  her  own 
silences  and  half-truths.  Rich  states,  “1 
look  at  my  face  in  the  glass  and  see/  a 
half-born  woman,”  (“Upper  Broad¬ 
way”)  and  in  the  other  poems  of  this 
section  we  see  her  efforts  to  complete 
the  self-birth  and  self-creation  begun 
earlier  in  this  volume  and  in  her  life. 
Rich’s  view  of  the  lesbian  feminist 
poet’s  role  as  salvager  of  discarded 
“infinitely  precious”  truths  has  an  im¬ 
mediacy  in  her  own  experiences  as  seen 
through  the  poems  “Sibling 
Mysteries,”  “A  Woman  Dead  in  Her 
Forties,”  “Natural  Resources,”  and 
“Toward  the  Solstice.”  These  are  in¬ 
stances  where  Rich  confronts  intensely 
personal,  but  also  universally  female, 
moments.  In  “Sibling  Mysteries”  she 
captures  her  relationship  with  her  bio¬ 
logical  sister,  embodying  within  their 
story  an  entire  allegory  of  primal  fe¬ 
male  love  between  mothers  and  daugh¬ 
ters,  and  conveying  the  distortion  of 
this  love  under  patriarchy  and  the  nu¬ 
clear  family: 

The  daughters  never  were 
true  brides  of  the  father 

the  daughters  were  to  begin  with 
brides  of  the  mother 

then  brides  of  each  other 
under  a  different  law 

Rich  includes  a  diary  entry  about  her 
sister  in  the  poem,  and  we  see  that  she 
has  come  full  circle  from  interpreting 
the  hidden  meanings  in  other  women’s 
journals  to  translating  her  own  sub¬ 
merged  truths  and  mourning  for  past 
relationships  into  poetry,  thereby 
owning  these  truths  in  a  new  way. 
Similarly,  in  “A  Woman  Dead”  Rich 
performs  for  herself  an  act  identical  to 
that  achieved  in  the  Becker  poem.  Say¬ 
ing  to  a  friend  who  died  of  cancer 
“You  are  every  woman  I  ever  loved/ 
and  disavowed,”  Rich  tells  her 
I’m  half  afraid  to  write  poetry 
for  you  who  never  read  it  much 
and  I’m  left  laboring 
with  the  secrets  and  the  silence 
In  plain  language:  I  never  told  you  how  I 
loved  you 


Most  of  our  love  took  the  form 
of  mute  loyalty 


but  from  here  on 

1  want  more  crazy  mourning,  more  howl, 
more  keening 

We  stayed  mute  and  disloyal 
because  we  were  afraid 

I  would  have  touched  my  fingers 
to  where  your  breasts  had  been 
but  we  never  did  such  things 
These  words  could  very  well  be  spoken 
by  Paula  Becker  to  her  woman  friend. 
They  are  in  fact  part  of  the  same  long 
and  tragic  herstory  of  the  disavowal  of 
love  between  women  that  Rich  calls  ‘  a 
bloody  incandescent  chord  strung  out/ 
across  years,  tracts  of  space”  (“A 
Woman  Dead).”  Above  all  else 
Common  Language  embraces  and 


sounds  this  chord,  showing  all  women 
how  we  can  and  must  do  the  same 
through  “a  half-blind,  stubborn 
cleaving  to  the  timbre,  the  tones  of 
what  we  are/  —  even  when  all  the  texts 
describe  it  differently.”  (“Transcen¬ 
dental  Etude”) 

Rich  is  not  always  convinced  that 
poetry  is  a  valid  or  effective  means  of 
“cleaving  to  the  timbre,  the  tones  of 
what  we  are”  as  woman-identified 
women.  In  a  moment  of  self-criticism 
and  doubt  she  asks  “What  kind  of 
beast  would  turn  its  life  into  words?” 
yet,  in  the  same  poem,  also  observes 
that  “writing  words  like  these,  I’m  also 
living.”  (VII,  “21  Love  Poems”)  In 
“Cartographies  of  Silence”  Rich 
affirms  totally  her  work,  identity  and 
value  as  a  lesbian  feminist  poet  after 
questioning  her  writing  in  these  terms: 
How  calm,  how  inoffensive  these  words 
begin  to  seem  to  me 
though  begun  in  grief  and  anger 
Can  I  break  through  this  film  of  the  abstract 
without  wounding  myself  or  you 
there  is  enough  pain  here 

The  last  line  voices  a  central  question, 
not  only  for  Rich  as  a  lesbian  poet,  but 
for  all  woman-identified  women  who 
must  ask  ourselves  along  with  her  if  the 
pain  that  we  excavate  in  examining  our 
lives  is  worth  the  effort  of  that  exami¬ 
nation.  Rich’s  answer  in  “Cartog¬ 
raphies”  leaves  no  doubt  concerning 
the  worth  of  self-analysis,  memory  of 
and  faithfulness  to  our  experiences  as 
women,  however  painful  they  are: 

No.  Let  me  have  this  dust 
these  pale  clouds  dourly  lingering,  these 
words 

moving  with  ferocious  accuracy 
like  the  blind  child’s  fingers 
or  the  newborn  infant’s  mouth 
violent  with  hunger 
No  one  can  give  me,  I  have  long  ago 
taken  this  method 


If  from  time  to  time  1  envy 
the  pure  annunciations  to  the  eye 
the  vision  beatifica 
like  the  Eleusian  hierophant 
holding  up  a  simple  ear  of  grain 
for  return  to  the  concrete  and  everlasting 
world 

what  in  fact  I  keep  choosing 
are  these  words,  these  whispers, 
conversations 

from  which  time  after  time  the  truth  breaks 
moist  and  green. 

The  truth  breaks“moist  and  green”  time 
after  time  in  Common  Language ; 
truths  about  the  sources  of  our  power 
and  wounds  as  women  and  as  lesbians, 
our  female  strengths  and  weaknesses, 


our  internal  and  external  oppression. 
Some  are  unpleasant  and  hard  truths; 
that  “No  one’s  fated  or  doomed  to 
love  anyone”  and  “women  at  least 
should  know  the  difference/  between 
love  and  death”  (XVII,  “21  Love 
Poems”).  It  is  hard  to  learn  that  in 
loving  other  women  we  must  fight  “the 
temptation  to  make  a  career  of  pain,” 
(VIII)  refusing  “these  givens  the  split¬ 
ting  between  love  and  action”  and 
“choosing  something  new/  not  to 
suffer  uselessly/  yet  still  to  feel” 
(“Splittings”).  Rich  states  over  and 


over  that  it  is  not  enough  simply  to 
choose  loving  women;  we  must  choose 
to  love  other  women  and  ourselves 
with  all  our  female  intelligence.  It  is  a 
difficult  truth,  but  an  affirmative  one 
in  that  once  we  have  recognized  and 
made  that  choice  Rich  says  we  cannOi 
lose  since  “Only  she  who  says/  she  did 
not  choose,  is  the  loser  in  the  end” 
(XV). 

this  we  were,  this  is  how  we  tried  to  love, 

and  these  are  the  forces  they  had  ranged 
against  us, 

and  these  are  the  forces  we  had  ranged 
within  us, 

within  us  and  against  us,  against  us  and 
within  us. 

(XVII) 

These  lines  that  Rich  presents  to  her 
lover  as  those  a  tape-recorder  might  re¬ 
play  to  “instruct  those  after  us”  are 
her  instructions  to  us  now.  In  Common 
Language  she  tells  us  of  all  the  forces 
both  against  us  and  within  women,  and 
perhaps  the  most  important  truth  that 
breaks  from  this  collection  time  after 
time  is  the  understanding  that  these 
forces  are  often  one  and  the  same.  Our 
female  origins,  our  tradition  of  woman 
loving  and  woman-identification  that 
is  our  greatest  strength  as  lesbians  is 
often  turned  against  us  in  a  culture 
where  love  between  women  too  often 
takes  “the  form/  of  mute  loyalty”  (“A 
Woman  Dead”).  The  truth  Rich  ex¬ 
poses  is  that  muteness  is  equivalent  to 
disloyalty  and  disavowal  of  love  be¬ 
tween  women;  mute  love  is  not  love, 
but  fear  both  of  the  immense  possibili¬ 
ties  and  enormous  consequences  of 
that  love.  By  her  courageous  embrace 
of  difficult  truths  Rich  shows  us  the  al¬ 
ternative  to  muteness  and  disavowal  of 
love  between  women.  The  result  is  no 
longer  an  “intimacy  rigged  with  ter¬ 
rors”  but  one  where  “the  fluted  vault 
of  desire/  articulates  itself”  and  there 
are  “two  women,  eye  to  eye/  measur¬ 
ing  each  other’s  spirit,  each  other’s/ 
limitless  desire,/  a  whole  new  poetry 
beginning  here.”  (“Transcendental 
Etude”) 

The  essence  of  this  “new  poetry  be¬ 
ginning  here”  is  the  primal  realization 
that  closes  the  volume;  the  realization 
that  as  women  we  are 
all  fused  in  this  hunger 
for  the  element  they  have  called  most  dan¬ 
gerous,  to  be 

lifted  breathtaken  on  her  breast,  to  rock 
within  her 

—  even  if  beaten  back,  stranded  again,  to 
apprehend 

in  a  sudden  brine-clear  thought 
trembling  like  the  tiny,  orbed,  endangered 
egg-sac  of  a  new  world: 

This  is  what  she  was  to  me,  and  this 
is  how  l  can  love  myself  — 
as  only  a  woman  can  love  me. 

Common  Language  is  a  beautiful, 
compelling  work  of  self-definition  in 
which  Rich  stands  witness  to  all  that 
has  transpired  between  women  before, 
during  and  after  her  time.  It  is  the  in¬ 
tensely  private  nature  of  her  poetry 
that  precludes  disagreement;  her 
method  is  to  match  each  universal  fe¬ 
male  truth  and  event  with  a  corre¬ 
sponding  inner  reality  that  she  is  both 
willing  and  able  to  verify.  We  must  not 
only  admire  her  stamina  in  reaching 
these  Truths,  but  must  also  embrace 
them  as  our  own  choices  as  lesbians, 
feminists  and  woman-identified 
women.  Once  we  make  that  choice  the 
beautiful  vision  in  “Transcendental 
Etude”  becomes  the  first  part  of  a 
common  language  that  is  a  dialogue  of 
love  between  women.  Once  the  dia¬ 
logue  has  begun  and  the  “fluted  vault 
of  desire”  is  unlocked  there  is  no 
turning  back,  no  possibility  of  defeat. 
As  Rich  states  through  the  voice  of  El¬ 
vira  Shatayev,  “we  will  not  live/  to 
settle  for  less  We  have  dreamed  of 
this/  all  of  our  lives”  (“Phantasia  for 
Elvira  Shatayev”).  The  dream  of  a 
common  language  of  love  between 
women  is  one  all  of  us  have  had  all  our 
lives  and,  thanks  to  Rich  and  this 
book,  it  is  a  dream  that  is  beginning  to 
come  true. 
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INTERVIEW 


Talking  with  Barbara  Ackerman n

In  Massachusetts,  everyone  knows 
that  our  incumbent  governor  is  not 
against  gay  people.  To  paraphrase 
Barney  Frank,  “Michael  Dukakis  is 
not  anti-gay,  he’s  just  anti-risk.”  He 
will  sign  any  gay  rights  bill  that  can 
pass  the  legislature.  But  in  four  years 
as  governor,  he  has  done  little  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  legislation  he  says  he  sup¬ 
ports. 

Barbara  Ackermann  has  had  16 
years  of  experience  in  Cambridge  city 
government  —  as  a  member  of  the 
School  Committee,  City  Council,  and 
as  Mayor.  She  is  the  only  candidate  for 
governor  who  has  promised  to  issue  an 
executive  order  banning  discrimination 
against  gays  in  public  employment, 
and  received  early  support  in  her 
campaign  from  the  Massachusetts 
Caucus  for  Gay  Legislation.  She 
includes  Rep.  Saundra  Graham  and 
Rep.  Barney  Frank  among  her 
endorsers. 

It  is  the  governor’s  appointees  who 
run  the  Departments  of  Corrections 
and  Public  Welfare,  the  Division  of 
Youth  Services,  the  Division  of 
Employment  Security,  the  Metro¬ 
politan  District  Commission,  and 
MDC  and  State  Police  —  all  agencies 
where  gay  people  have  considerable 
contact,  not  all  of  it  positive.  GCN 
recently  talked  with  Barbara  Ack¬ 
ermann  about  what  gay  people  can 
expect  from  her  as  Governor  Acker¬ 
mann:  • 

GCN:  Why  should  gay  people  vote  at 
all  this  year? 

BA:  I  think  a  governor  affects  public 
policy  more  than  most  other  people 


that  you  vote  for  —  more  than  presi¬ 
dents  or  mayors.  The  governor  ap¬ 
points  the  people  who  try  to  set  policy 
for  jails  and  juvenile  corrections,  for 
instance.  That  can  be  very  important, 
and  especially  in  this  particular  case. 
Thereis  a  strong  push  in  the  [Dukakis] 
administration  toward  stricter  regu¬ 
lation,  more  maximum  security,  more 
jails,  less  constructive  and  imaginative 
ways  of  trying  to  put  people  back  into 
the  mainstream  of  life.  And  at  the 
same  time,  particularly  with  the 
Division  of  Youth  Services,  there 
seems  to  be  no  control  over  what’s 
happening  at  all.  We’re  spending  a 
fortune  to  destroy  young  people  and  1 
think  that’s  important  to  all  of  us.  1 
think  those  things  can  be  changed  from 
the  top. 

GCN:  Do  you  think  the  governor  acted 
too  quickly  in  demanding  Judge 
Bonin's  resignation?

BA:  That’s  a  difficult  case.  I  think  he 
acted  too  slowly  and  too  publicly.  I 
think  he  should  have  questioned 
Bonin’s  qualifications  when  the  point 
came  up  about  his  wife  and  her  getting 
a  car  from  an  insurance  company.  I 
was  surprised  at  the  time  by  the  mild¬ 
ness  of  his  response  to  that.  .  .  .  With 
regard  to  the  situation  he  got  himself 
into  that  finally  got  him  the  governor’s 
wrath,  there  I  think  the  way  the 
governor  talked  clearly  showed  he 
wasn’t  interested  in  the  civil  liberties 
issues.  He  wasn’t  careful  about  what 
he  said.  The  charges  raised  against 
Judge  Bonin  never  seemed  to  be  exact¬ 
ly  the  accurate  charges.  It  then  became 
a  whole  ball  of  fluff.  It  was  probably 
ill-advised  for  Judge  Bonin  to  attend 
that  meeting  if  it  did,  in  fact,  concern  a 
case  he  might  have  some  kind  of  juris¬ 
diction  over.  But  I  think  that  whole 
case  was  handled  by  the  press  and  by 
the  governor  with  absolutely  no 
concern  for  people’s  rights  or  for  the 
truth. 

GCN:  Have  any  of  your  own  ideas 
about  gay  rights  changed  in  the  last  few 
years? 

BA:  Yes.  My  ideas  about  gay  rights 
have  been  changed  because,  like  many 
other  people,  all  my  life  I’ve  known 
and  associated  and  worked  with  gay 
neople.  I’ve  been  given  a  much  clearer 


idea  of  the  kinds  of  problems  gay 
people  face,  like  what  community 
harassment  can  mean,  what  police 
harassment  can  mean.  I  think  that  that 
kind  of  thing  needs  to  be  brought  to 
the  attention  of  straight  people  or  they 
don’t  tend  to  think  about  it. 

GCN:  What  about  the  Briggs  initiative 
in  California,  which  would  ban  any 
teachers  who  advocate  gay  rights? 

BA:  I  think  that’s  a  very  frightening 
thing.  .  .  .  My  response  to  that  —  it’s 
something  that  is  raised  a  great  deal— is 
that  I  think  it’s  very  inappropriate  for 
arty  teacher  to  be  openly  sexual  in  any 
classroom.  I’ve  talked  to  people  about 
the  difficulties  that  people  sometimes 
get  into,  like  in  a  classroom  of 
adolescent  girls  and  with  a  male 
teacher  who  likes  to  act  very  macho. 
You  hardly  run  into  a  woman  who 
hasn’t  had  that  kind  of  problem  once 
or  twice.  It  doesn’t  matter  whether  it’s 
homosexual  or  heterosexual. 

GCN:  What  would  you  do  if  a  parent, 
a  mother,  came  to  you  and  said  she  just 
found  out  her  son’s  English  teacher  is 
gay  and  wanted  you  to  fire  him  —  that 
it  was  her  right  not  to  have  her  son 
taught  by  homosexuals? 

BA:  I  would  tell  her  I  disagree  with 
her,  that  she  didn’t  have  any  right  to 
say  that,  and  that  there’s  no  law  for  her 
to  stand  on.  This  never  has  happened 
to  me,  though,  but  the  other  thing  has 
happened  —  parents  have  complained 
to  me  about  a  male  being  heterosexual 
in  the  classroom  with  regard  to  little 
girls.  ...  In  any  of  these  cases, 
people’s  civil  liberties  are  more

Committee  to  Elect  Carl  Salvi,  Representative 
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The  Massachusetts  Caucus  for  Gay  Legislation  (MCGL)  works 

for  legislation  beneficial  to  gay  rights.  Our  lobbying  effort  for  passage 
of  H.B.  3676,  an  amendment  to  the  Civil  Service  Act  prohibiting  dis¬ 
crimination  in  public  employment,  was  successful  in  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Senate,  and  lacked  only  ten  votes  in  the  House.  We  will  try 
again  in  1979. 

During  the  next  year  there  will  also  be  U.S.  Congressional  hear¬ 
ings  on  a  bill  to  amend  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  by  adding  the 
words  “affectional  or  sexual  preference”  each  time  there  is  a  list  of 
human  conditions  for  which  discrimination  is  prohibited.  Three  of  its 
thirty-nine  sponsors  are  from  Massachusetts,  and  nearly  half  of  the 
Massachusetts  delegation  is  favorable  to  gay  rights  legislation.  Four 
Senatorial  candidates  have  promised  to  sponsor  the  Bill,  which  lacked 
Senatorial  co-sponsors  in  this  session. 

Help  us  get  these  Bills  passed,  and  help  us  awaken  politicians  to 
the  power  and  needs  of  gay  people  by  using  this  voting  guide  and  then 
passing  it  along  to  a  friend. 


An  ENDORSED  rating  means  the  candidate  accepted  or  asked 
for  an  endorsement  from  MCGL  and  has  worked  or  will  work  for  gay 
rights  legislation,  or  is  opposed  by  a  less  satisfactory  candidate. 

A  RECOMMENDED  rating  means  that  the  candidate  merits  our 
endorsement  but  couldn’t  be  reached. 

A  VERY  SUPPORTIVE  rating  means  the  candidate  has  clearly 
demonstrated  his/her  support  for  gay  rights  in  the  past. 

A  SUPPORTIVE  rating  means  that -the  candidate  has  replied 
favorably  to  questions  about  his/her  stand  on  gay  rights. 

NO  POSITION  means  that  the  candidate  has  been  absent  from 
the  floor  votes  or  has  left  questionnaires  blank. 

NO  RESPONSE  indicates  that  there  was  no  available  infor¬ 
mation  about  the  candidate’s  position  and  that  our  questionnaire  was 
not  returned. 

An  OPPOSED  rating  means  that  the  candidate  either  worked  or 
voted  against  gay  rights,  or  indicated  that  he/she  would  do  so.

LIVE  DREAM 

Cris  Williamson  with  Jackie  Robbins 
and  June  Millington.

In  a  time  of  backlash  paranoia  and 
political  hesitancy,  Cris  Williamson 
has  emerged  as  the  artist  for  inspira¬ 
tion,  displaying  her  brand  of  the  “art 
of  the  possible”  in  her  newest  album. 
Live  Dream.  Common  themes,  which 
run  through  most  of  the  songs,  illu¬ 
strate  a  merger  of  hope  for  the  future 
with  the  realistic  possibilities  of  the 
present. 

The  album,  or  course,  is  live  and, 
unfortunately,  therein  lies  its  major 
flaws.  Technically  speaking,  it  is  quite 
difficult  to  produce  a  fine  sounding 
live  album.  Concert  recording  equip¬ 
ment  must  be  able  to  reproduce  a 
clear,  well-mixed  sound,  and  music 
producers  and  arrangers  must  be  aware 
of  the  fact  that  a  good  in-concert 
album  is  one  which  can  effectively  re¬ 
produce  the  concert  experience  on  the 
record.  Live  Dream  is  technically 
flawed.  Many  songs  are  hampered  by 
muted  and  echoed  sounds  (notably  “I 
Would  Fly”,  which  was  recorded  at  the 
Federal  Prison  in  Pleasanton,  Califor¬ 
nia  and  the  Jimmy  Cliff  songs  “Born 
To  Win/  You  Can  Get  It  If  You  Really 
Want”).  Both  songs  employ  upbeat 
vocals  and  instrumental  accompani¬ 
ment  to  support  the  album’s  theme,  the 


fulfillment  of  potential,  but  are  not  as 
exciting  or  as  fully  experienced  as 
would  have  been  possible  had  they 
been  recorded  in  the  studio  or  live, 
with  better  equipment. 

Live  Dream  fails  as  well  to  effective¬ 
ly  communicate  the  concert  experience 
to  the  listener.  The  album  begins  with 
an  excellent  “Dream  Sequence”,  a 
singalong  performance  by  Cris  and  the 
audience  of  the  well-known  song 
“Waterfall”  which  appeared  on  the 
earlier  album,  The  Changer  and  the 
Changed.  The  sequence  fades  and  is 
abruptly  interupted  by  “If  I  Live  (I’ll 
Be  Great)”,  a  simplistic  vaudeville  tune 
which  sets  the  tone  of  the  album:  opti¬ 
mism  for  the  fate  of  the  individual. 
The  enthusiasm  of  the  audience  (a 
characteristic  present  at  all  women’s 
concerts  I  have  attended)  is  down¬ 
played  as  each  song  ends  with  soft  ap¬ 
plause,  cut  off  and  followed  by  a 
silence  characteristic  of  a  studio 
album. 

Fortunately,  the  talents  of  the 
shining  star,  Cris  Williamson,  who  is 
joined  by  artists  Jackie  Robbins  and 
June  Millington,  are  not  forsaken  by 
the  technical  problems  present  in  Live 
Dream.  Cris  use  the  first  experience  of 
a  girl  on  a  horse  as  a  metaphor  for  free¬ 
dom  in  Sham  (Shaum).  The  music  and 
vocals  are  brilliantly  arranged  to  trans¬ 
mit  the  feelings  of  breathlessly  flying 
on  a  horse.  The  artist  is  at  her  best  in 
her  performance  of  “In  The  Best  In¬ 
terest  of  the  Children,”  the  song  which

accompanied  the  film  of  the  same 
name  describing  the  stories  of  lesbian 
mothers.  “Bandit  Queen,”  the  song  of 
an  outlaw,  is  reminiscent  of  Casse  Cul¬ 
ver’s  imagery  and  contains  an  amaz¬ 
ingly  good  vocal  of  jungle  drum 
sounds.  My  personal  favorite  is  “Soar¬ 
ing,”  the  album’s  love  song,  which  will 
be  compared  to  the  wistful  “Sweet 
Woman,”  a  cut  from  the  earlier 
album.  “Soaring”  speaks  of  love,  to 
be  sure,  but  also  reflects  the  tone  of  the 
album.

important,  and  they’re  very  important  * 
in  the  face  of  vague  charges.  .  .  . 
We’ve  always  had  gay  teachers  in  the 
school  systems.  Some  of  the  best 
teachers  have  been  gay.  It’s  always 
been  so.  .  .  . 

GCN:  If  you  could  get  your  message 
across  to  gay  voters  in  Massachusetts 
before  the  September  19  primary,  what 
would  you  say? 

BA:  I  can  think  of  two.  One,  they 
don’t  know  if  I  mean  what  I  say  —  to 
which  I  say  they  have  to  talk  to  friends 
of  theirs  who  live  in  Cambridge.  I’ve 
always  been  very  careful  to  campaign 
without  saying  things  that  I  didn’t 
mean.  .  .  .  The  second  thing  is  that  they 
should  talk  to  friends  who  live  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  see  if  it  doesn’t 
make  a  difference  having  a  governor 


who  is  openly  for  gay  rights,  as 
compared  to  this  governor,  who  isn’t 
openly  for  gay  rights.  It’s  probably 
better  in  San  Francisco  than  in  Boston, 
where  the  mayor  is  supportive  of  gay 
rights.  It’s  a  better  plaice  to  live,  and  I 
think  they  should  think  about  that.  I 
think  the  governor  does  affect  people’s 
lives,  and  I  think  he  can  demonstrate 
that,  much  more  than  a  senator  or  a 
representative.  ...  A  governor  has  far 
more  power  to  act  in  an  advocacy  role. 
The  governor  has  the  power  to  change 
policy  from  top  to  bottom  in  the  kinds 
of  people  the  governor  appoints. 
That’s  true  for  jails  and  it’s  true  for 
cops  and  it’s  true  for  the  Division  of 
Youth  Services  —  the  DYS  is  the  real 
scandal  of  this  administratrion.

The  Responsibilities  of  Gay  Citizenship

Some  time  ago  I  received  a  letter  in 
response  to  my  first  column  dealing 
with  New  Hampshire.  Glistening 
amidst  the  cornballs  in  that  piece,  were 
a  few  very  deliberate  political  crumbs 
that  I  had  planted  with  extreme  care 
and  tenderness.  The  respondent  had 
taken  issue  with  my  criticism  of  his 
state’s  politics.  He  asked  me  if  I  had 
ever  bought  a  five  thousand  dollar  car 
and  had  to  pay  up  to  $300  in  state  sales 
taxes,  his  point  being  that  in  New 
Hampshire,  land  of  the  cows  and  shel¬ 
ter  for  the  rich,  there  is  no  sales  tax, 
and  no  state  income  tax.  My  point  is, 
of  course,  that  in  addition  to  that  tax 
free  haven,  there  is  also  no  govern- 
mentally  Sanctioned  freedom  for  any 
out-groups. 

I  had  asked  in  the  column  to  which 
he  referred,  “Where  are  all  the  [NH] 
gay  men  hiding?’’,  (the  question 
prompted  by  my  having  met  many  les¬ 
bians  who  were  actively  participating 
in  gay  liberation.  I  wondered  where  the 
men  of  similar  inclinations  were.  I 
assume  that  in  any  given  population,  a 
large  number  of  gays  will  be  com¬ 
fortably  tucked  up  in  their  specially 
fitted-out  closets.  My  correspondent 
told  me  that  the  gay  men  are  in  the  bars 
(no  doubt  spending  some  of  that 
money  they  save  by  not  having  to  pay 
taxes).  I  was  not  asking  where  he  and 
his  semblables  are.  I  know  about  them 
because  they  have  counterparts  here, 
and  everywhere.  What  I  wanted  to 
know,  and  still  want  to  know,  is:  where 
are  the  gay  men  who  wish  to  battle  the 
dragons  of  inequity  and  prejudice? 
Where  are  the  gay  men  who  want  to 


throw  dear  Meldrim  Thomson  out  of 
office?  Where  are  the  men  who  want 
the  elderly  and  the  sick  and  the  poor 
who  happen  by  choice  or  circumstance 
to  live  in  New  Hampshire,  to  have 
adequate  governmental  services  —  all 
of  which  require  sufficient  taxation  of 
the  rich  and  the  middle  class? 

No  one  is  more  aware  than  I  am  of 
the  abuses  possible  within  a  welfare 
system  or  public  health  system.  I  come 
from  New  York,  mecca  for  the  deliber¬ 
ately  unemployed,  the  “takers”  of  all 
kinds.  Surely  there  is  a  way  for  govern¬ 
ment  to  be  both  humane  and  sensible. 
Loopholes  can  be  stopped  up,  realistic 
payments  made  to  those  genuinely 
deserving,  and  the  frauds  weeded  out. 
New  Hampshire  is  a  great  place  if  you 
are  young,  rich  and  healthy,  white, 
male,  Protestant  and  conservative.  But 
if  you  are  deficient  in  any  of  these 
categories,  something  major  has  to  be 
done  on  the  political  front  before  you 
can  feel  like  New  Hampshire  is  really 
your  home  too. 

I  have  encountered  a  number  of 
views  about  the  proper  function  of 
government.  To  govern  as  little  as 
possible  might  be  ideal  if  the  governed 
could  be  trusted  to  treat  each  other 
decently.  But,  unfortunately,  without 
governmental  intervention,  the  govern¬ 
ed  tendrto  be  a  jungle  where  the  sur¬ 
vival  of  the  fittest  prevails  totally.  So, 
the  proper  business  of  government  is 
not  to  avoid  governing,  but  rather  to 
govern  wisely  and  judiciously,  which  is 
infinitely  more  difficult.  It  should  not, 
however,  be  impossible.  Government 
should  strive  to  allow  the  individual 
maximum  freedom  while  protecting 
him/her  from  the  onslaught  of  his/her 


anti-social,  maniacal  or  simply  cov¬ 
etous  neighbors.  The  major  concern  of 
government,  according  to  my  corres¬ 
pondent,  is  to  protect  the  rights  and 
property  of  the  rich.  I  wonder  just  who 
is  supposed  to  protect  the  rich  from 
each  other? 

I  am  not  a  legislator.  I  don’t  think  I 
know  enough  to  draft  bills  that  would 
deal  fairly  with  all  the  people  whose 
lives  such  bills  would  touch.  However, 
I  find  it  impossible  to  side  with  those 
who  would  sell  the  whole  gay  and 
women’s  liberation  movements  down 
the  river  in  order  not  to  pay  taxes,  who 
would  mind  their  p’s  and  q’s  (particu¬ 
larly  their  q’s)  and  modify  their  entire 
lifestyles  in  order  to  maintain  lucrative 
positions.  I  am  with  the  people  who 
will  stand  up  and  be  counted  for  a 
principle,  not  make  a  principle  of 
counting. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  the  business 
people  among  us  are  to  be  scorned. 
Quite  the  contrary.  The  gay  business 
element  can  have  a  very  strong  impact 
on  the  surrounding  culture.  It  can 
relate  to  our  society  where, perhaps,  it 
matters  most  —  in  the  pocket  book. 
There  are  many  people  who  have  estab¬ 
lished  themselves  in  financially 
rewarding  situations  who,  either  as 
individuals  or  as  members  of  gay 
business  associations,  have  made  very 
worthwhile  contributions  to  the  strug¬ 
gle  for  gay  freedom,  equality  and 
recognition. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  here  to  debate 
the  pros  and  cons  of  business,  with  its 
usual,  and  possibly  incorrectly  as¬ 
sumed,  conservative  overtones.  I 
simply  wish  to  make  it  clear  that  I 
respect  gays  who  have  the  self¬ 


discipline  and  drive  to  succeed  and  who 
then  turn  around  and  offer  some  of 
their  expertise,  their  time  and  their 
material  resources,  to  our  common 
cause. 

What  disturbs  me  greatly,  however, 
is  the  incredible  selfishness  of  other 
members  of  the  business  and  profes¬ 
sional  communities  who  are  completely 
self-absorbed,  self-centered  and 
hedonistic — those  with  posh  lodgings, 
elegant  wardrobes,  jewelry  and  wine 
cellars  who  go  to  bars  and  give  parties 
and  flit  from  one  empty  social  engage¬ 
ment  to  another,  utterly  unconcerned 
while  the  rest  of  us  face  the  onslaught 
of  bigots  in  high  places  and  in  the 
media.  What  makes  such  uncaring 
people  think  that  if  we  are  destroyed, 
they  will  be  spared?  What  keeps  them 
from  at  least  contributing  small  sums 
of  money  to  major  gay  organizations, 
which  would  in  no  way  blow  their 
cover  (or  anything  else)  or  work  a 
hardship  on  them?  Why  couldn’t  my 
letter-writing  friend  give  part  of  the 
money  he  saves  by  not  paying  sales 
taxes  on  his  five  thousand  dollar  car  to 
a  group  fighting  as  much  for  him  as  for 
itself?  There  are  so  many  unanswered 
questions,  so  many  injured  feelings  on 
all  sides  .  .  . 

My  personal  view  of  the  matter  is 
somewhat  complicated.  The  word 
“idiot”  in  the  original  Greek  means 
“private  citizen,”  but  not  private  with 
its  ordinary  present-day  connotation. 
It  meant  a  person  whose  concerns  were 
personal,  not  communal,  private,  not 
publicly  involved.  It  meant  an  individ¬ 
ual  who  did  not  participate  in  the 
affairs  of  government.  The  Greek  citi-

THE  UNHAPPY  GAYS 

What  Everyone  Should  Know  About 
Homosexuality. 

By  Tim  LaHaye 

207 pp.  Wheaton,  III.:  Tyndale.  $4.95 

This  book  should  become  a  classic  of 
homophobic  “reasoning.”  LaHaye 
looks  at  the  current  state  of  gay  people 
in  America  and  diagonoses  our  “dis¬ 
ease.”  Unfortunately,  his  assessment

zen  was  a  very  special  person.  At  a  time 
when  slavery  was  widespread,  it  was 
only  the  privileged  few  who  had  the 
voting  rights  conferred  by  citizenship, 
so  anyone  who  did  not  take  advantage 
of  the  chance  to  share  in  the  demo¬ 
cratic  process  that  was  so  precious  to 
the  Greeks,  was  considered  to  be  an 
idiot.  By  extension,  then,  anyone  who 
lives  isolated  from  the  general 
consideration  of  his  or  her  fellows,  is 
falling  short  of  the  mark.  With  this  I 
cannot  help  but  agree. 

If  you  are  not  even  slightly  moved  by 
the  plight  of  others,  you  should  be 
compelled  by  enlightened  self-interest 
towards  political  involvement.  It  is 
highly  unlikely  that  your  welfare  will 
be  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  others, 
so  it  can  only  be  to  your  own  advant¬ 
age  to  put  some  energy  or  money  into 
working  for  the  causes  whose  aims  are 
to  set  you  free. 

Sometimes  the  affluent  and  power¬ 
ful  think  that  their  money  and  position 
make  them  “safe.”  The  rich  Jews  in 


of  the  conditions  of  homosexuals  is  in¬ 
accurate  and  extremely  biased  by  his 
religious/moral  viewpoint.  In  addition 
to  this  myopic  vision,  LaHaye  ignores 
the  obvious  fact  that  one  reason  why 
some  gay  people  are  not  as  happy  as 
they  would  like  to  be  is  the  oppressive, 
hostile  attitudes  of  society  that  batter 
many  gay  people  into  self-hatred. 

In  the  chapter  entitled  “What  Is 
Homosexuality,”  LaHaye  makes  sev¬ 
eral  obvious  blunders.  Among  his 
claims  are  that  homosexuals  “think 
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Germany  during  World  War  II  believ¬ 
ed  that,  they  thought  their  money 
would  save  them.  In  some  instances  it 
did,  but  only  by  providing  them  with 
means  of  escape.  It  never  allowed  them 
to  continue  living  their  ordinary  lives, 
unaffected  by  the  dreadful  fate  meted 
out  to  their  fellows. 

The  well-to-do  in  this  country  think 
that  public  health  is  not  their  worry. 
They  have  the  means  to  pay  for  the  fin¬ 
est  medical  care,  and  they  have  no  wish 
to  be  taxed  so  that  the  poor  can  be 
treated.  Yet,  if  the  poor  are  laid  low  by 
contagion,  the  rich  become  ill  also.  No 
one  was  safe  from  the  plagues.  The 
rich  died  in  splendor,  and  the  poor 
perished  in  their  squalor,  but  die  they 
all  did. 

The  point,  friends,  is  that  nobody  is 
an  island— maybe  a  peninsula,  with  the 
water  rising,  but  not  an  island.  No  one 
can  successfully  live  in  an  air-tight 
closet,  completely  cut  off  from  the 
basic  issues  that  vitally  affect  the 
primary  group  to  which  he  or  she  be- 
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differently  than  straights,”  that 
sodomy  is  defined  as  an  anal  inter¬ 
course  between  males  (heterosexual 
couples  enjoy  it  also),  and  that 
“homosexuals  ...  are  regularly 
disinterested  in  gainful  employment  — 
their  interest  is  sex,  not  work.”  The 
first  step  in  overcoming  a  homosexual 
condition  is,  for  LaHaye,  accepting 
Jesus  Christ  as  Savior  and  Lord. 
Suffice  it  to  say  that  LaHaye’s  book  is 
an  example  of  the  fascistic  workings  of 
a  contemporary  religious  mind. 

Anyone  who  is  so  defensive  about 
his  subject  that  he  has  to  mention  his 
wife  on  the  first  page  of  a  book,  needs 
to  explore  is  own  internal  motivations 
in  writing  a  book  on  homosexuality. 
LaHaye  is  as  irrational  and  sensation- 
alistic  as  any  homophobe  has  recently 
been

One  cannot  imagine  why  anyone 
would  write  a  book  like  this.  Its  char¬ 
acters  are  pathetic  gay  victims  who 
wallow  in  self-pity  through  84  pages  of 
fluff.  While  it  attempts  to  send  a  mes¬ 
sage  of  hope  to  gay  people  everywhere, 
it  does  nothing  more  than  see  the  cur¬ 
rent  situation  for  gays  as  hopeless  and 
miserable.  Love  is  futile,  frivolous  and 
immature  and  sex  is  too  self-conscious 
for  anyone  to  enjoy.  In  addition  to 
this,  there  is  so  much  verbosity,  so 
many  grammatical  errors,  so  many  re¬ 
dundant  passages,  that  I  am  impressed 
to  have  been  able  to  complete  the 
novel.  The  credit  goes  to  this  writer’s 
diligence,  not  to  the  author  of  the 
book. 


longs.  To  congregate  in  plush  bars  or 
to  give  and  attend  lavish  parties  is  only 
to  have  a  social  life.  It  is  not  political. 
It  is  sometimes  empty  and  without 
pleasure,  not  to  mention  valueless  in  a 
communal  sense.  If  all  your  gay 
involvement  is  at  the  bars,  baths  and 
parties,  you  are  a  private  citizen  in  the 
Greek  sense,  and  all  I  can  do  is  urge 
you  to  take  part  in  something  more. 

It  is  never  necessary  to  reveal  any¬ 
thing  about  your  life  that  you  do  not 
wish  to  have  generally  known.  There  is 
much  work  that  can  be  done  “under 
cover,”  so  to  speak.  There  is  an 
enormous  need  for  funding  so  that 
those  who  are  “out”  can  carry  on  the 
up-front  work  that  must  be  done. 

Those  who  think  a  government  is 
good  solely  because  it  has  neither  sales 
nor  income  tax,  are  ostriches  with  their 
heads  in  the  sand,  presenting  broad 
targets  for  the  enemy  to  destroy. 

There  is  a  wide  and  obvious  gulf 
between  “movement.”  people  and  the 
well-heeled  closet  gays  who  contribute 
nothing  to  the  cause.  I  cannot  empha¬
